Petitions for recall_of president and others turned in 
at stormy meeting—secret ballot amendment passes— 
strike committee given full Manhattan powers

NEW YORK, July 7.—Whether or not Harry Sherman will remain as president 
of Local 306 of the Motion Picture Machine Operators’ Union, will be decided at a 
mass meeting of the local’s membership, to be held Wednesday. The vote is a 
result of petitions for recall. which were handed in at last Wednesday's meeting 
at the Odd Fellows’ Hall in Brooklyn. Sherman failed to show up at the ‘ast meet- 
ing after he had adjourned the two previous meetings when the membership ob- 


jected to his rulings. 

Aside from the forcing of a vote on 
Sherman’s status, the most important 
development Wednesday was the final 
passage of an amendment to the consti- 
tution providing for secret balloting on 
questions of assessments and the duties 
and salaries of officers. The passage of 
the amendment ends a_ six-year-long 
fight, in which it was claimed that the 
open vote allowed for coercion of indi- 
vidual members, first by Sam Kaplan, de- 
posed czar of the local, and now by Sher- 
man. 


Further indication that the local’s pro- 
gressive group holds the whip hand was 
given when it was voted that the strike 
committee of 15 be given full power to 
organize New York, without interference 
from any other committees. The progres- 
sives have charged that nothing was done 
to organize non-union houses or to com- 
bat rival unions. 


When the petition for a vote on Sher- 
man’s recall was handed to O'Keefe 
Wednesday, he immediately adjourned the 
meeting and left the hall, accompanied by 
five cther members of the local and carry- 
ing the petitions with him. It was voted 
by the membership, however, to continue 
the meeting. Charles Beckman, financial 
secretary, was elected to the chair, and, 
new recall petitions were drawn up and 
signed. They were placed before the meet- 
ing, which voted to have them put in the 
order of busihess for next Wednesday’s 
meeting. ‘ 

Recal! petitions were also submitted 
affecting Charles Hyman, treasurer; 
George Reeves, recording secretary, and 
Harry Levine, Manhattan business man- 
ager. 


Paramount Stockholders 
Willing To Co-Operate 


NEW YORK, July 7.—It is expected 
here that the Paramount stockholders’ 
committee will co-operate with the 
debenture holders and other creditors in 
mappiug out a plan for reorganization. 
This was indicated by the representa- 
tives of. the stcckholders’ committee. 

The plan thus far is just in the 
process of formation, but Coverdale & 
Colpitts. industrial readjustment firm, 
is working out details which will be pre- 
sented later. - 

The stockholders are said to be will- 
ing to wait until a concrete plan has 
been developed before taking any future 
action. 


Sun’s Best Since 1930, 


SPRINGFIELD, O., July 7.—The Gus 
Sun Agency in Springfield is enjoying its 
most successful season since 1930, ac- 
cording to Bob Shaw, general manager. 
The books now carry 14 theaters, all play- 
ing split-week stage talent. At present 
unit attractions seem to be in greatest 
demand, but office inquiries indicate that 
early in August many of the houses will 
inaugurate vaudeville. Present attrac- 
tions playing the Gus Sun Time are 
Coconut Grove Revue, Otto Gray and his 
Oklahoma Cowboys, Neil Burkes Revue, 
Nebraska State Prison Revue and Chick 
Myers’ International Revue, now playing 
in the South The Chick Myers outfit is 
breaking the ice for a string of theaters 
in Florida, North Carolina and Georgia 
that are expected to be followed by other 
ace attractions.

The the- 
ater was accused by the union of “lock- 
ing out” the entire union crew last 
Saturday. 

Mrs. Elinore M. Herrick, vice-chair- 
man of the board, said after the hearing 
that the burlesque theater, operated by 
Max R. Wilner, had broken its pledge, 
made two days previously, that it 
would pay to the crew $75 each day on 
account for back and current wages, 
pending a permanent settlement.

director of public works, has promised a 
definite answer to the association’s pro- 
gram of demands by Wednesday after- 
ncon. 

Among the things that a committee 
took up with Miss Gosselin were the 
employment of actors for the duration 
of the project rather than for eight 
weeks; the reinstatement of those who 
have already been laid off; expansion of 
the project to include more actors; no 
further pay cuts or layoffs: abolition of 
tax on actors for rehearsal halls and the 
provision of decent rehearsing accom- 
modations; establishment of a fund to 
be drawn upon until salary starts, which 
is two weeks after the actor is engaged; 
colored actors to play colored parts. 
Rehearsal halls were promised by Miss 
Gosselin. 

In other theatrical circles there is a 
feeling that the Actors’ Emergency As- 
sociation may be killing the goose that 
lays the golden egg. It is felt that even 
the present relief project is hanging by 
a thread and that if the relief agencies 
see widespread dissatisfaction they may 
shut down the project entirely. It is 
pointed out that the actors in the 
project receive $24 a week, whereas the 
regular relief dole amounts to only $9. 
There is only a certain,amount of money 
appropriated for the project and it is 
needed for other fields. It is felt that 
any widespread squawks from the actors 
receiving relief will result only in the 
entire shutdown of the project. 


Tough Cloakroom Conditions 
Revealed in Survey by Union 


NEW YORK, July 9.—Lillian Harris, 
sent by the Woman’s Trade Union 
League to organize girls working in 
checkrooms and washrooms or selling 
cigarets or flowers in night clubs, res- 
taurants and hotels, this week ex 
Geplorable working conditions in that 
field. As organizer of Local 135 of the 
Building Service Employees’ Interna- 
tional Union, she has just completed a 
survey of conditions in local spots. 


She says cigaret, flower and check- 
room girls and washroom attendants 
usually get $12 to $22 a week if on a 
salary. If they work for tips only it 
means the place produces too little for 
a concessioner to bother with. Girls 
working for tips only average $1 to $2 
a day. 

In most cases the privileges are rented 
out to concessioners, who in turn hire 
attendants at small salaries. The pub- 
lic, of course, has always been misled 
into thinking its tips actually go to the 
girls who hand them their coats. 


The concession game is big money. 
Some of the concessioners have a virtual 
corner on the night club field and pay 
big money for the privileges. One com- 
bination, Sam Rosen and Louis Mall, 
have the concessions at the Paradise 
Restaurant, Hickory House, Sun Dial 
Restaurant, Kentucky Club, Sun and 
Surf Club and Pavilion Royal. The 
major concessioners here have even 
formed a protective association. 


As for working conditions, most of 
the attendants work every day of the 
week, from the time the spot opens to 
the last customer. That usually means 
5:30 p.m. to the wee hours of the 
morning in the clubs. In all-day spots 
there is usually a relief shift. 


Girls are employed almost exclusively 
in summer, but in winter, when 
heavy coats must be handled, men 
are taken on. About 65 per cent 
of the total employed during winter 
must lay off in summer. A percentage

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«gpa ow are not generally re- 
garded as being good busi- 

ness men. In fact, most of 
their troubles can be traced to 
this insufficiency of business acu- 
men in their makeup. But the 
actor—particularly the one whose 
training has been gained in vaude- 
ville—is called upon with con- 
sistent regularity to use resource. 
This has served him in good stead 
during the years that have elapsed 
since the bottom fell out of the 
talent market. The actor is but 
several steps removed from a 
genius when he improvises and 
innovates his way thru difficult 
situations when playing a show. 
All of this is for naught when he 
permits himself thru the lack of 
business perspicacity to be gypped, 
out of moneys due him by signing 
an inequitable contract or consent- 
ing to play a date without a con- 
tract. 


But we are concerned with the 
actor’s remarkable ability to adapt 
himself to new conditions. - This 
he has proved conclusively. The 
biggest and most consistent hits’ 
on the air have been registered by 
stage people with a vaude back- 
ground; the same applies to the 
talkies and musical comedy. Even 
in what is left of a once powerful 
array of available vaude playing 
time there is demonstrated almost 
daily the resourcefulness of the 
valiant souls who either haven’t 
vet received that elusive break on 
the air or whose talents are such 
as to defy adaptability to broad- 
casting. One group of actors re- 
cently organized their own unit 
and lined up a series of one-night- 
ers in Long Island cafes, changing 
their shows every few weeks. 
Another group is lining up indie 
dates by a co-operative arrange- 
ment whereby each of the par- 
ticipating performers takes turns 
at lining up advance bookings. In 
all of the schemes, of which those 
referred to here are typical ex- 
amples, the ability of actors ta ob- 
tain work on their own is being 
proved. As to how they will come 
out in the end, considering the’ 
involvements of cancellations, 
welching on pay days, etc., is still 
another matter. Maybe that’s 
why God made agents and man- 
agers.

AX R. WILNER, New York burly op- 
erator. ain't no angel. But License

The Commissicner’s refusal to grant a 
license to Wilner to operate the Apollo, on 
42d street, os a burly stand is clearly a case 
of discriminatory business interference.

show from doing business. The perplexed 
showman of today ought to keep that in 
mind once in awhile. It will mean less 
headaches to him and more work, in the 
end, for good actors. 


ILLY ROSE is a corking showman, but 
his forte does not lie in his dealings 
with employees. He gave us the de 

luxe theater-cafe; he gave us many other 
sparklingly original innovations. And what 
he did on the road with Crazy Quilt is 
every showman’s business. Yet Rose’s 
tactics in treating with his help are not 
going to he!p, much in emblazoning his 
name on the show-business scroll as the 
super-showman. He fired, according to 
the story, scores of girls and singers with- 
out the usual notice. After rehearsing 
singing waiters for 11 weeks, he gave most 
of them but one week’s work. That 
sounds like smart stuff to the typical 
gyppo of today, but we refuse to believe 
that it is typical of Rose. In the long 
run it will not be worth it, and the sooner 
Rose realizes that the better it will be for 
him and the thousands we hope it will be 
his privilege to give work to in connec- 
tion with his many projects in years to 


come. + 


AYBE we ought to see a good doctor, 
because no matter how hard we try 
we can’t work up any enthusiasm 

for elther side in the fight between the 
NVA Fund and the NVA, Inc. The former 
represents the Warner-led managers; the 
last the actors ccrralled to fight for the 
good old NVA Club by our good friend, 
Henry Chesterfield. No matter how one 
tries tc get that froth.coming from the 
mouth, if he has any sens¢ of balance at 
all the whole fracas is a materialization 
in real life of a comic opera book. 

The circuits have made it clear thru 
their spokesmen that a company union is 
no longer necessary. Pity on vaudeville! 
The circuits want all hat-passing money 
to go to charity. That's our idea, too, but 
we're not kidding. The actor group (we 
call it that for want of a better name) 
threatens reprisals because the Furd re- 
fuses to support the club’s various ac- 
tivities; they also cry fraud and hint at 
sensational disclosures. But there’s a 
catch. The NVA, Inc., is not really inter- 
ested in hanging out the dirty lincn of 
the Fund to the gaze of the public. All 
Chesterfield’s bovs want is continued 
support and the whole thing will be 
dropped as soon as the support is given. 
The same thing happened three years ago. 
History repeats itself. It will have to this 
time in order for our prediction to come 
true.

To Punish Radio Bribe Takers 


YORK, July 9.—Hampered by 
the tee fact that their own NRA code is be- 
ing held up due to press of industries 
which employ larger number of work- 
ers, the music publishers, thru John G. 
Paine, chairman of the board of the 
Music Publishers’ Protective Associa- 
tion, will seek to get NRA action on 
their non-bribery drive by asking the 
Radio Code Authority to exercise its 
own clause which deals with the situa-

oy artists 
known to accept bribes for the playing 
of certain musical selections, whether 
vocal or instrumental. This includes 
the usual payments for special arrange- 
ments, the practice of which was recent- 
ly denounced, and the music men, with 
few exceptions, agreed to sign a pledge 
not to be a party to such trade prac- 
tices in the future. 
In asking for action by the Code Au- 


he will have bona fide evidence as sub- 
mitted by the publishers who paid out 
the gratuities in question. 


Since this evidence is in the bag, 
Paine believes that he will have a legiti- 
mate weapon to enforce the non-bribery 
clause and agreements should there be 
additional offenses committed. In the 
event the Code Authority fails to take 
action, the head of fhe MPPA will go to 
the new Communications Commission 
and lay his case before -this body. 


Evidence upon which Paine will base 
his claim to action are the bills turned 
in to the MPPA after the publishers 
took the pledge and all payments to 
orchestra leaders and other radio artists 
due were paid thru the MPPA. After 
these are paid, offenders will then be 
sought out and after being found guilty 
fined $1,000. But this applies only to 
the publisher paying the bribe. MPPA 
has no jurisdiction over the radio artists 
and its only out is to have radio hold 
up its end to stamp out the bribery 


comedy, has been found wanting and not 
up to the standard considered worthy 
of entrance into the average home. 


Spokesman believed that nothing would 
be done right away, at least not until 
further progress had been made in the 
drive against motion pictures and other 
items had been cleared up. 


Asked to name alleged offenders spe- 
cifically, the Legion spokesman who heads 
an organization which is part of the 
group, mentioned a w.-kK. comedian who 
is not now on the air.

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Imporiant Good Will Gained 
By ET's During Past Season 


Considerable resistance at hands of agencies and clients 
is broken down in favor of recorded programs—outlook 
for coming season hailed as optimistic

NEW YORK, 


July 7.—Within the last six months one of the most important 


developments to transpire in the history of electrical transcriptions has occurred 
in the breaking down t>° a great extent of the opposition on the part of advertising 
agencies and their clients to ET's. As a result of this opening up by the agencies 
for discs, it is now expected that the next 6 or 12 months will see wax assuming a 
position of importance never before reached by that field. Three causes for the 
agencies’ changed attitude are offered. Firstly has been the education of advertisers 


to the use, values and possibilities of 
transcriptions. This has been the result 
of pioneering and missionary work, prin- 
cipally on the part of World Broadcast- 
ing System. 


Second cause is the entry into the 
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transcription field made recently by NBC. 
Prior to this time considerable opposition 
had been forthcoming to recordings on 
the networks’ end of things, but the NBC 
actions completely altered that picture. 
Naturally this opposition was keenly felt 
in advertising circles. with the reverse 
now true. Leaders in the ET field state 
that NBC’s talking recordings have been 
of considerable import. 


Technical Improvements 


Finally has been the improvement 
recently achieved in the technical pro- 
duction of recordings. This is due to 
the improved sound obtained thru use 
of Western Electric’s vertical cut wide 
range system. Such recordings have im- 
proved small out-cf-town indie stations’ 
programs considerably, as realized both 
by listeners and agencies. There arc many 
cases cited where the names used on 
recordings, plus the good sound, has in- 
creased indie station audiences at tho 
expense of chain outlets. 


World Broadcasting’s recently started 
library record service now has 100 station 
clients in 92 cities. Stations are using 
the recordings both for commercials and 
sustainers. Typical manner of program 
improvement has been the method of 
using these orchestral ET’s to back up 
local singers, with the ctations slowly 
wising up to this possibility. It is said 
that locally, WOR has done this satis- 
factorily. 

Thru the use of recordings, it is being 
claimed as the result of a survey, that 
between 8,000 and 10,000 local and partly

Nixes ‘Glamour’ 


NEWARK, July 7.—First address a+ 
the first Choosing-a-Career conference 
held this week at L. Bamberger & 
Company, department store, was made 
by M. H. Aylesworth, president of NBC 
end RKO. In his address Aylesworth. 
while naturally favoring radio as a ca- 
reer, warned against the selection of 
that field, or any other, because it was 
glamorous. He also discussed the 
sibilities of facsimilie radio and televi- 
sion. 


In part, he said: 

“In speaking to a young man or a 
young woman who is considering seek- 
ing a career in radio broadcasting, or in 
any cther profession, . . . for that mat- 
ter, I would start off with a warning. 
Since I happen to be in the broadcast- 
ing business, however, I shall particu- 
larize on that field. 


“*Radio, many young people are apt 
to think with enthusiasm, ‘is a young 
industry and a young art. It is still in 
the stage »f development. Its possibil- 
ities are unlimited. It offers a marvel- 
ous opportunity for a career. 
I'll go into it.’ 


“With this estimate of radio, I can 
do nothing but heartily agree. " 
Facsimile radio, for example, the send- 
ing of picture and print thru the air, is 
definitely within sight. Constant prog- 
ress is reported in the development of 
television. Qther improvements and ex- 
tensions of radio service are impending, 
and as TI have said, there are doubtless 
still more which are not even conceiv- 
able now. 


“Why. then, . issue a warning 
against choosing radio as a career?’ The 
answer is very simple, and applies to 
careers in gereral. It is this: 

“Do not choose a career because it 
sounds glamorous. . . . Do-not choose 
@ career because of stories of fabulous 
Possibilities for remuneration, since 
there are chances to earn large amounts 
of money in any business, including 
radio. Do not choose a career because’ it 
offers opportunities for fame, as radio 
does, nor because it should prove excit- 
ing. The list of reasons which should 
not influence your choice could be ex- 
tended indefinitely. 


“I do not have to remind you of the

Equity Reduces

broadcasters against actors who have 
joined. . 

Radio actors generally have not been 
officially apprised of Equity’s latest step 
in actually entering the radio field. How- 
ever, spokesmen for the mike Thespians 
generally agreed the move to be a highly 
welcome one, particularly should a code 
be eventually put thru. There was but 
one drawback offered in this line of 
thought. This was that no benefit could 
be derived by radio actors if Equity was 
unsuccessful in organizing the entire air 
field: that is, insofar as actors are con- 
cerned. It is stated that if 100 per cent 
Equity isn’t achieved, as it is in the legit, 
then the benefits deriving from such or- 
ganization would be difficult to see and 
even more diffguit to achieve. 


Another line of thought, but repre- 
sentative of a minority, could see no ad- 
vantage whatsoever in Equity in radio. 
Proponents of this theory felt that 
Eauity’s lack of jurisdiction in the 
studios precluded any change of Equity 
aiding the field. 

Along code lines, matters remained 
pretty much tn status quo. No date has 
been set for post-hearings on labor pro- 
visions and as far as could be learned 
none is vet in sight. Principal develop- 
ment of the week was Mrs. Emi!y Holt’r 
decision to descend again on Washington 
to stir things up. Mrs. Holt. assistant 
Equity counsel and artists’ representative 
on the Code Authority, stated she in- 
tended to visit the capital and demand 
action on the various pending code 
angles.

Vaude’s Summer I nactivity 


NEW YORK, July 9.—Activity on the- 
atrical matters by the license depart- 
ment has slowed up pending the out- 
come of this week's Special Sessions 
trial on theatrical agencies. Commis- 
sioner Paul Moss, however, intends to 
start late this week on the move to get 
the booking offices to use equitable 
contracts. The decision by Special Ses- 
sions will also determine what steps he 
should take with the agents. He, too, 
admitted that he feels the summer 
slump as regards theatricals. 

The Special Sessions trial. is that of 
the People against Charles Allen, who 
was substituted for Jack Curtis inas- 
much as the latter is in Europe. It will 
come up Thursday and upon this de- 
cision will rest the chances of Moss to 
license the individuals who call them- 


selves artists’ representatives. The 
cases against Marty Forkins, Charles 
Yates, Ed Smith, Mark Leddy, Harry 


Romm and Curtis rest in the Magis- 
trate’s Court pending the outcome of 
this trial. Moss still has not made up 
his mind whether he will seek the 
penalties in the event of the agents 
being found guilty. 

Moss said yesterday that he has not 
forgotten about his plan to bring about 
a uniform and equitable contract for 
booking offices. He said that it is his 
intention to call a conference on it 
either late this week or early next week. 
He has the names of a number of 
lawyers, besides many other personages 
in the field, who will be invited to the 
confab. Said that Eddie Sherman has 
not as yet sent him the contract he re- 
quested, even tho the 10-day time limit 
elapsed months ago. He intends keep- 


ing after Sherman, using his case, which 
involves Hickey & Anger, owners of the 
Words and Music unit, as the basis for 
conference discussion. 


But, it 
is pointed out by showmen, the boycott 
against picture theaters may force many 
houses to either close or switch to flesh 
until the movement dies down. Out of 
desperation many houses might be forced 
to try straight vaude or vaude and film 
shorts until the industry comes to terms 
with the church and school leaders. 


The stand of the Motion Picture Thea- 
ter Owners of America in asking penalties 
for houses using double features is 
another angle favorable to vaude. Double 
features helped kill vaude. Single fea- 
tures are, of course, usually the basis of 
combo policies. 


Another important angle is the position 
of exhibitors under the code. The code 
permits exhibitors to cancel 10 per cent 
of their pictures (Part 6, Division FP, Arti- 
cle V). The cancellation clause is now 
the center of a squabble over interpreta- 
tion. If a liberal interpretation prevails 
and the exhibitor is really able to pull 
out unwanted pictures with ease. the 
exhibitor will be better able to use vaude 
more often. 

The inflexibility of block booking has 
long made it tough for vaude-minded ex- 
hibitors to use vaude. The more the ex- 
hibitor groups fight block booking, the 
better for vaude. 


PHILADELPHIA, July 9.—Because of 
the boycott of the church groups theaters 
in this section are on the verge of closing 
down. Many vaudefilmers are Included. 
Two, the Carmen Theater and the Kes- 
wick, in Glenside, have already posted 
notices. Both use vaude booked by Eddie 
Sherman. 


NEW ORLEANS, July 9.—The drive for 
cleaner films and the threatened boycott 
by religious organizations has forced 
many suburban houses to book a medic- 
cre film and fill in with vaudeville. Night 
club floor shows have picked up guite a 
few vaude dates. Time was when 2 mo- 
tion picture program in New Orleans was 
not complete without one or two acts of 
vaudeville or a musical tab. 

In the country parishes the church ts 
hurting the picture theaters, especially 
in New Jberia and Lafayette, where the 
chur¢h members include 80 per cent of 
the nopulation.

NEW YORK, July 9.—It begins to look 
as if the NVA, Inc., versus NVA Fund 
fight will drag thru the courts forever. 
The hearing on the “show-cause order” 
whereby the NVA Fund must show why 
it should not be put into a receivership 
Was postponed from Monday to Friday, 
and then again to Wednesday. Both 
sides are obviously stalling for time in 
which an out-of-court settlement can 
be reached. 

The NVA, Inc., has filed a “replying 
affidavit” to Harold M. Rodner’s reply, 
and now it is possible that Rodner, exec- 
utive v.-p. of the Pund, will file a coun- 
ter reply or something. Affidavits by 
Henry Chesterfield, Herb Willlams, Wal- 
ter C. Kelly and John M. Liddy, officers 
of the NVA, Inc., were filed with the 
clubhouse’s “replying affidavit.” In his 
affidavit Chesterfield again claims Rod- 
ner is a dummy for Harry M. Warner 
and accuses the latter of dominating 
the Fund without even holding office 
in it. 


Chesterfield points out that William 
J. Lee has been off the Pund pay roll 
since June 23, altho still a member of 
the Fund, and that Rodner has really 
been running the Fund despite lack of 
sufficient knowledge of the Fund's 
workings. ,

red. The natives like “flesh,” but will 
only pay a limited amount for their 
amusements. The prices of the vaude-pix 
houses here are considered too high. Ac- 

cording to the managers, high taxes force 
them to charge high prices. These taxes 
exist all over France, but this is the only 
section that doubles the price of general 
admissions for flesh. ™ 


Local vaude prospects for next season, 
so far as American acts are concerned, are 
practically nil. Straight vaude houses 
which probably will continue are the 
Bobino, European and Petit-Casino—all 
neighborhood spots paying small sal- 
aries, Folies-Wagram and Theater ABC, 
newcomers, use a few good acts, but their 
lease on life is uncertain. Managers are 
plugging the “cafe-concert” type cf show, 
which is giving the native talent a break. 
This type of program is not using Ameri- 
can talent. Vaude pix houses are running 
in the red and have cut their “flesh” 
programs down to one or two modest acts. 
Gaumont Circuit uses two acts at Rex 
and Gaumont Palace. Paramount uses 
one act and has cut out presentations. 


Music Halls once offered opportunities 
for long runs, but of late their methods 
have killed off that field for good American 
acts. Start the season off with a big show 
boasting “name” acts, cash in on good 
press reports and then demand the acts 
take cuts. When the public gets wise and 
start#tc balk, a “new version” is put on 
with a few more “name” acts. An act 
may land one or two months in this way 
at the Casino de Paris or Folies-Bergere at 
fair salary. 

In short, a standard American act will 
have a chance at a maximum of three 
weeks in vaude pix houses here, two weeks 
circus, two or three weeks at night spots 
and one or two months in one of the 
two music halls. A few additional weeks 
may be had by taking cuts or playing re- 
turn dates. 


Proof of the deadness of vaude, so far 
as American acts here are concerned, can 
be seen in the small number cf American 
acts that vlayed here last season. Few 
acts that plaved more than two weeks 
here. Fxception is the Gertrude Hoff- 
mann Girls, whe after a run at the Am- 
bassadeurs were shoved into the Casino 
de Paris revue. 


An act stands a fair chance on the road. 
Practically every resort town in France 
has one or more gambling casinos, which 
are obliged to run a music hall. An act 
can easily work 10 to 20 weeks at fair 
salary in these casinos, but to land the 
dates is obliged to deal with a diffcrent 
agent for practically every house. 

A clever idea being worked is the intact 
unit idea playing theaters thruout the 
country. Josephine Baker, with a stage 
band and 1 few acts, and Ray Ventura 
and his Collegians are among such units 
which played to capacity houses last sea- 
son. Requires clever routing and hook- 
ups with the theaters. Also requires a 
“name.” 

Acts prepared to hustle for dates can 
still find work in France, but they will be 
compelled to deal not oniy with the host 
of agents here, Sut also with those in 
Marseilles and Nice as well. Acts that ex- 
pect to sit around and let their agent do 
the hustling will simply run up a tidy 
hotel bill and perhaps enjoy a quiet vaca- 
tion until their cash gives out, but they 
will land few, if any, contracts.

CHICAGO, July 7—Philip R. Davis, 
local attorney and playwright, returned 
from New York this week with plans for 
a revival of the drama, which he hopes 
to launch in the fall. For some time 
Davis has been studying the trend of 
popular taste as it affected.the theater 
and came to the conclusion that there 
is an opportunity to bring back the 
drama by organizing companies in a 
number of the larger cities and heading 
them with movie and radio names. He 
has contacted theater operators in a 
number of cities as well as playwrights 
and producers. 

It is Davis’ plan to establish com- 
panies in 20 cities, most of them in the 
Middle West and Central States, and to 
operate on the rotary stock plan, a com- 
pany playing in its home city for two 
weeks, then moving on to the next, 
continuing thus until all 20 cities have 
been played. Heading each company 
will be a screen or radio name. Mem- 
bers of the cast are to be paid moderate 
salaries, Davis states, and at the end of 
the season they will be given a bonus if 
there is a profit. 


It is Davis’ intention to obtain defi- 
nite guarantees before establishing a 
company in any city. He will work 
the Junior Leegue or similar organiza- 
tions, and wherever possible will have 
seme local actors in the cast, preferably 
those having social connections. - All 
Equity, however. A subscription plan 
will be worked out. Admission will be 
$1.50 top and there will be no cut rates. 

New plays, as well as plays that have 
already proved popular on Broadway, 
will be used, Davis states. During his 
trip to New York he looked over a num- 
ber of plays, including several new ones 
by Elmer Harris, and he says he already 
has some promising material lined up.

FROVW OUT FRONT 
By Eugene Burr 


Two recent European news items.should be of interest to the harried gentlemen 
who write play reviews for the daily press. One of them, coming from France, sets 
a goal. The other, coming from England. establishes a justification. 


It has long been one of the cardinal points of attack against the critical 
gentry that they see a show—somctimes, because of deadlines, they can see only 
two acts—and then rush off and type out a critical estimate of that show, with the 
copy boy at one elbow and one eye on the clock. That procedure, it is argued, is 
highly unfair. There is no time to make a real critical evaluation; there is no time 
to assemble thoughts, to draw comparisons. to do anything but a hack job, banged 
out against time. The argument, of course, is hardly an argument at all. It is 
rather a statement of fact. The wonder is not that criticisms are as good as they 
are—and the majority of them in the dailies now are excellent and thoughtful-— 
but that they manage to get themselves written at all. 


Also, it is argued, a reviewer seeing a show on the first night sees it at its worst 
possible stage. Aside from the natural -nervousness of the players and so many 
other factors across the footlights, there is the usual New York first-night audience 
to detract attention from the play with its posturings, affectations and annoyances. 
That, also, is incontrovertibly true. If a critical estimate of any play is to be made, 
the worst possible time to see that play is on its opening night. 


In France they order such things better. Until recently ‘t was the universal 
practice there to review a show on its third or fourth night, and, further, to allow 
the critic sufficient time to assemble his thoughts.* The result was that Prench notices 
were criticisms rather than reviews 


Recently several papers have tried to institute the American plan. There is 
huge objection—most of it coming from the critics. That is only as it should be. 
In Paris there is an association of dramatic and musical critics—something that is 
badly needed here—and the association at its last meeting condemned the practice 


.of running criticisms immediately after first performances. 


It said that the practice is incompatible with the dignity of a critic, incompatible 
with a profound study of the work presented, and contrary to the best interests of 
authors, actors, producer and readers. It undoubtedly is. 

A criticism is not news. Notes cn the play’s opening have been carried for 
weeks before the event; another note may be carried the morning after. A criticism 
is an evaluation, for the sake of the readers, of the specific merchandise (or work 
of art) that the theater offers. As such, there is ne need for immediate publication, 
wary readers being willing to wait a day or twce. 

American critics, for the honor of their craft—and of the theater and them- 
selves, too—should see what they can do about it. 


On the other hand. from London comes confirmation of the power that critics 
are supposed to exert—ccnfirmation which makes it all the more impertant that 
criticisms should be more than merely reviews. Charles B. Cochran, according to the 
story, recently passed out questionnaires to audiences at Escape Me Never, in an 
effort to see why they came to the show. Seven possible reasons were listed for

per cent of them—production will be back 
on the up-climb. 


Sixty-five shows are now on the books 
for next season, extending all the way 
into December, with five announcements 
for that month. In spite of the number 
that will drop in the offices or on the 
way, that means a gooc number for the 
fall when you count in those that haven’t 
yet been put on the lists. Last fall there 
were only 61 shows done from Avgust ! 
to December 1, which set a new low record 
for the modern New York stage. 


Last fall saw the slowest starting sea- 
son within memory, with only seven 
shows (two of them musical stock and 
one a Wee & Leventhal! revival) put on in 
August, and Labor Day rolling round with 
only one opening. and that a quick flop. 
The season didn’t get under way untii 
October, with only an even dozen put on 
during the entire month cf September, 
which used to be a high spot. For the 
coming year, however, there are ]1 shows 
scheduled for August and 29 for Septem- 
ber. Even allowing for the inevitable fall- 
ing off, that should show a tidy increase. 

In addition, four of the current season's 
successes, shut down for the summer, are 
set to start again in August. They are 
No More Ladies, As Thousands Cheer, 
Dodsworth and Robert1. Thousands is 
set to lay off a week from tonight and re- 
sume August 13, giving Clifton Webb a 
holiday. Biz is still good. Roberta folds 
tonight, and others have already closed. 

Fourteen are scheduled for October and 
six for November. That should be in- 
creased plenty before the fall. 

Unusual angle is the threatened influx 
of kid shows, with three separate groups 
announced for October. They aro the 
children’s entertainments at Carnegie 
Hall, the Children’s Theater of New York 
at the Alvin, and the American Children’s 
Theater, with no house announced.

Internal Revenue Bureau 
may force brokers to re- 
cord all resales and prices

NEW YORK, July 7.—That the ticket 
provisions of the revised legit code, when 
it is finally completed, will be policed by 
@ power greater than the code authority 
was indicated in Washington this week 
when Deputy NRA Administrator Wil- 
liam P. Farnsworth conferred with rep- 
resentatives of the Internal Revenue 
Bureau on ticket broker provisions in 
the revised code. The code itself is still 
up in the air, but it is felt that the 
broker rulings are the chief cause of the 
holdup and that when they are ironed 
cut the code will be speedily completed. 
The code authority meanwhile is mark- 
ing time. The last meeting was short 
and sweet and there is a possibility that 
the next meeting will be skipped alto- 
gether. Everything is waiting for the 
new code. 


The possibility that the Internal 
Revenue Bureau may help to police the 
ticket broker sections of the revised 
draft came with the unearthing of 
hitherto unenforced sections of the 
Revenue Act of 1926, in which it is pro- 
vided that in the case of resale the 
name of each séller and the price he 
charges for the ticket must be plainly 
marked on the back of the ticket on 
that part of it retained by the manage- 
ment. 

While that does not set up a maxi- 
mum overcharge, as the code hopes to 
do, it does provide an easy and sure 
means of checking on code violations,

If, 
however, he fails to record the trans- 
action in an attempt to evade the tax 
he is then liable to a fine of $10,000 or 
imprisonment or both, plus the amount 
of the unpaid taxes, plus the costs of 
prosecution.

PARIS, July 2.—The new offerings as 
the season nears its close are mostly of 
the “arty” type, with only two or three 
prospects of box-office appeal. 


Les Jeux Sont Faits (The Bets Are 
Laid), by Mme. Andree Mery, at the 
Pctiniere, is an interesting light tale 
which, contrary to general public 
opinion, reveals an honest actor who re- 
fuses to desert his simple but loyal wife 
for a wealthy heiress. 


Le Trou dans le Mur (The Hole in the 
Wall), by Yves Mirande, at the, Palais 
Royal, is just a pleasant tale of a lawyer 
who wins a bride and a hidden fortune. 

Le Suiveur de Madame (The Shadower 
of Madame), by Jean Montazel, at the 
Athenee, is a farce relating the fantastic 
story of an amateur sleuth, with a love 
angle too good to be true. Tante Marie 
(Aunt Marie), by Mme. Anne Valray, at 
the Comedie Francaise, is a Pollyannish 
play which reminds one of a session 
with the old family album—Just a series 
of pictures revealing the self-sacrificing 
life of poor Aunt Marie. 


Le Coup de Trafalgar (The Battle of 
Trafalgar), by Roger Vitrac, at the 
Atelier, aims to be a farce but falls flat. 
Story of Paris life during late war— 
treated in caricature fashion. Le 
Revenant (The Return), by Jean Bom- 
mart; at the Mathurins, is a rather grim 
tale of a war-wounded hero who, thru 
an accident—years later—loses his 
memory.

Marcelle Maur- 
ette, at the Odeon, is a modernized ver- 
sion, in verse, of the antique Greek 
legend. Arty but excellent and pre- 
sented in interesting manner. A la 
Recherche des Coeurs (In Search of 
Hearts), by J. J. Bernard, at the Arle- 
quin, might be termed anti-Communist 
propaganda, as the story revolves around 
the failure of a worker-managed steel 
mill and the ingratitude of the workers 
toward the former owner who gave them 
their opportunity.

NEW YORK, July 7.—Men in White, 
Pulitzer Prize play presented by Har- 
mon & Ullman and the Group Theater, 
and long-run show of the season, will 
close August 4 to give the Group acting 
company, now appearing in it, a chance 
to prepare shows for the fall.

checking purposes, including: the notices 
of the critics, a friend’s recommendation, 
Miss Bergner’s appearances in films, a 
poster or circular, passing the theater 
and seeing the signs and photographs, 
newspaper advertisements and sheer ac- 
cident. 

Of those reasons, the first named led 
all the rest. More people were attracted 
to the popular success by the critics’ 
notices than by any other single factor. 
Next came the recommendations of 
friends. 

Since that is so—at least in London, 
aud presumably also in New York—it 
should be all the more important that 
the critical gentry write evaluations of 
plays rather than hurried reports of their 
openings and hurried personal imrres- 
sions of their worth. 

That New York daily reviews are at 
present as good as they are merely in- 
dicates the standards they would reach 
if they could be written under anything 
approaching proper circumstances.

Philadelphia District Ready 
To Lock Up 450; Indies Hit 


Warners send two weeks’ 


notice to 75 houses in area 


—20,000 employees will be thrown out of work— 
Cardinal Dougherty will add more pressure to move 


NEW YORK. July 7.—The first effects of the national boycott against salacious 
films is being felt in the Philadelphia area. According to reports 450 theaters in 
that district will close within the next two weeks. This will mean loss of etnploy- 
ment to approximately 20,000 theater workers and 10,000 in allied industries such 
as billposters, printers and advertising men. Warner Bros. are said to have sent 
out a letter to employees in 75 houses in this district, giving them two weeks’ notice 


of closing. Of the 75 houses 25 will be 
determined within the next few days. In 
addition to the Warner closings, 425 inde- 
pendent houses will lock up. 


Philadelphia district is one of the few 
where the boycott has been directed at 
theaters instead of specific pictures. In 
view of the action of producers to clean 
up, the theater owners of the district 
feel that it is unfair for the churches 
to put undue pressure on individual 
houses. 

When the announcement of the whole-: 
sale closing was made members of the 
Machine Operators’ Union and allied 
unions decided to call a special meeting 
to ask the churches to ease the pressure 
and permit the theaters to operate. 


It is believed here that this is only 
the first of a series of closings as a hoy- 
cott protest. Theater owners have found 
it to be a hardship in most cases tc re- 
main open in the summer and it iooks 
like a good excuse to close shop. It is 
expected that the number of persons 
thrown out of employment will make 
themselves heard and this will act as a 
buffer against the boycotters. 


Altho the East is the first section to 
be heard from, it is expected that re- 
perts from various parts of the country 
will show that closings will be national 
in scope. Just how many houses will fold 
is hard to determine, but it would not be 
surprising if as many as 2,000 turned the 
key. Most of the houses would be small 
ones, but it is estimated that 100,006 
persons would be affected directly and 
indirectly. 


ROME, July 7. — Dennis Cardinal 
Dougherty, of the Philadelphia diocese, in 
an interview here, stated that he was 
Pleased that the boycott movement had 
forced 450 theaters to close. He stated 
that he had no intention of calling off 
the boycott. Quite the contrary, he said 
that more pressure would be exerted to 
bring the producers into line. 


He stated that Pope Pius XI had be- 
stowed his blessing on the campaign and 
hoped it would have the desired effect. 


Segall Building 


PHILADELPHIA, July 7. — Charles 
Segall, Philadelphia exhibitor, has started 
preliminary construction on a new mo- 
tion picture theater of the de luxe type 
at Broad street and Olney avenue in the 
Northern section of the city. House is 
designed to seat 1,500 and Segall expects 
to have it open by Thanksgiving Day. 

Segall is the newly elected president of 
the MPTO of Eastern Pennsylvania, 
Southern New Jersey and Delaware. 


U. A. Gets London House 


LONDON, July 7.—The London Pavilion 
Theater, former legitimate house Iccated 
in the densely populated business section 
Of Piccadilly Circus, has been taken over 
by United Artists for first-run motion 
Pictures, according to Joseph M. Schenck, 
President of United Artists, who is now 
in London. 


Porter Hall in N. Y. 


NEW YORK, July 7.—Porter Hall has 
Teturned to New York from the Coast, 
Where he appeared as MacCaulay in The 
Thin Man. Hall, with his work as the 
Plain and fancy murderer, has gained 
himself a place in flickers. After mak- 
ing an appearance in legit here, he will 
Teturn to Hollywcod for picture work.

Allied Outlines New 
Block-Booking Drive 


NEW YORK, July 7.—It is understood 
that Allied has started an active cam- 
paign against block-booking. The State 
organizations are said to be using pres- 
sure on the leading legislators in their 
respective States to outlaw block-book-~ 
ing in each State. 

Allied believes that this method is 
better and quicker than a drive for na- 
tional restrictions on the practice. 

Allied will try to have both Republi- 
cans and Democrats back the anti-block- 
booking campaign. They are reported 
to have the support of strong church 
groups in each State. 

Massachusetts is said to be the first 
point of concentration, and Allied lead- 
ers of that State are already busy on 
the plan. 


Denver Orpheum Auction 


DENVER, July 7. — The first major 
change in control of first-run theaters 
will take place by August 20 if a bidder 
can be found for the Orpheum who is 
willing to pay more than $400,060 for it. 

According to an order entered ih Dis- 
trict Court, the newest first-run theater 
here will be sold to the highest bidder 
(with over $400,000) to satisfy a judgment 
obtained ty the United States National 
Bank. The judgment is for $554,445 and 
covers a mortgage of $500,000, due in 1936, 
together with interest defaulted last year. 
The theater has been operating under 
receivership for over a year. The Welton 
Theaters Corporation, controlled by 
Harry Huffman. 


New Denver Union 


DENVER, July 7.—Operators in a num. 
ber of the non-union houses have or- 
ganized and incorporated as the “Sound 
Projectors’ Union of Colorado.” The fol- 
lowing are the incorporators: Charles 
Deckers, J. A. Swanson, R. O. McComb, 
Harold Mohlman and Harry Burcher. 


Review Board Dead 


WASHINGTON, July 7.—!In a let- 
ter from President Roosevelt this 
week, the National Recovery Review 
Board was disbanded after handing 
in its third report on the various 
industrial codes. 

The board, headed by Clarence 
Darrow, gave most of its attention 
to the motion picture code and tore 
it to pieces. Many suggestions for 
improvement were made, but it is 
not considered likely that any of 
them will be accepted. 


Picture Salaries 
To Be Made Public 


WASHINGTON, July 7.—It was indi- 
cated here this week by Sol Rosenblatt, 
Division Administrator, that the findings 
of the committee delving into motion 
picture salaries will soon be made pub- 
lic. It is understood that it will be 
made public property as soon as General 
Hugh Johnson studies it and it can go 
thru the government print shop. 

The list has long been awaited and 
many interesting sidelights on motion 
picture pay rolls are expected. The com- 
mittee has been working for some time 
in New York and Hollywood gathering 
data requested months ago by President 
Roosevelt. 

Just what can be done about excessive 
salaries of executives, their relatives and 
stars, is a question that at the moment 
appears to be unanswerable.

ATLANTIC CITY, July 7.—Forty-eight 
feature pictures, including successful 
stage plays and best seller novels, with 
directorial and stellar talent such as 
Frank Capra, Howard Hawks, Victor 
Schertzinger, Claudette Colbert, Grace 
Moore, Edward G. Robinson, Warner

French Indies Bankrupt 


PARIS, July 7—A group of independ- 
ent picture house operators, the Co- 
operative d’Exploitants Independents du 
Cinema en France, commonly called 
“Cine Coop,” have been declared bank- 
rupt and their affairs placed in the 
hands of a liquidator. “Le Ruban 
Sonore,” firm specializing in sound re- 
cording, capitalized at 4,000,000 francs 
($266,666), and the “Salon International 
des Arts et Industries Cinematogra- 
phiques et Radiophoniques,” capitalized 


at 320,000 francs ($21,333), also declared 
bankrupt. 


Government May 


Flag Warner- 


Loew Deal for Metropolitan 


NEW YORK, July 7. — Even should 
the bondholders of the Fox Metropolitan 
Playhouses agree to the $4,000,000 offer 
for their holdings, there is a possibility 
that the government might step in to 
flag the deal. 

Last week representatives of Warner 
Bros. and Loew’s made a joint offer of 
$4,000,000 for the 87 houses owned or 
leased by the Metropolitan group. The 
prospective purchasers asked for a 
breakdown of the figures for each house, 
and the bondholders have been studying 
the situation. 

This week, at a meeting of the bond- 
holders and Warner-Loew interests be- 
fore Judge Julian Mack, John Amen, 
special assistant to the Attorney-General 
of the United States, was present. Judge 
Mack asked Amen if he had anything to 
say on behalf of the government. 

“I’m merely here as an observer,” said 
Amen. It was pointed out that there 
was a possibility of the government 


stepping in to break up the deal on the 
ground that such a concentration of 
theaters as contemplated might be a 
direct violation of the anti-trust laws. 
It was also considered likely that while 
no decision had been reached, the gov- 
ernment, if it did decide to interfere, 
would apply a restraining order against 
the bidding interests and the bondhold- 
ers. 


If the deal for the houses goes thru, 
it is understood that Warners will take 
over the New Jersey houses and permit 
Loew to operate the theaters in New 
York. It is known that Warners are 
anxious to sew up New Jersey and that 
Loew prefers to concentrate in the 
greater New York area. 


There is every likelihood that unless 
the government steps in the deal will be 
consummated and the Met group pass 
to Warner-Metro. The sale would give 
the bondholders 42 cents on the dollar. 


Darrow Declines 


To Help Indies 


NEW YORK, July 7.—Clarence Darrow 
today stated that he had not accepted 
the invitation to act as counsel for the 
Independent Theater Owners. The de- 
nial followed a statement by Harrf 
Brandt, president of the Independent 
Theater Owners’ Association, that Dar- 
row had accepted the invitation and 
would battle for the indies against the 
code setup. 


Darrow stated that he is in sympathy 
with the independents, but intimated 
that it would be bad form to accept 
after having acted as chairman of the 
board which made recommendations for 
improvement of the code situation. 


“T’d like to see the independents win,” 
he said, “and I'd like to see the board’s 
recommendations adopted, but I would 
not like to be connected with the case.” 


Special Kid Shows 
Gaining Popularity 


NEW ORLEANS, July 7.—Moving pic- 
tures will be shown to children in tho 
courtyard of Beauregard bouse durfng the 
summer by the Films Committee of the 
Louisiana Co-Operative Educational Asso- 
ciation.

serials, especially the Tarzan type of 
chapter plays. 

Exhibitors were asked to discontinue 
booking the serials under the threat 
that unless the practice of showing this 
type of thriller is discontinued the 
united efforts of the organizations will 
be centered on legislation that would 
result in keeping youngsters out of the- 
aters where the Tarzan type of play was 
shown. 


At the same time the exhibitors were 
warned that the practice of trying to 
entice children into theaters with birth- 
day clubs. free candy, prizes, etc., and 
other exploitation ideas without pre- 
senting a specially selected film program 
suitable for children must stop, or ex- 
hibitors will find themselves faced with 
legislation this fall placing a permanent 
ban on this type of child teaser. 


Southwest Business 
Showing Improvement 


DALLAS, July 7.—Despite hot weather 
theater grosses continue fair in most 
spots. Too. remodeling and building of 
new houses continue at a fair pace over 
the State. It certainly appears, from re- 
ports over the State, that depression has 
taken a backslide and business, in gen- 
eral, is on the uptrend in this part of 
the country. 


Building activity in Oklahoma has 
slowed down the past two months and 
will remain so, according to reports, un- 
til fall when there will be considerable 
remodeling and building activity take 
place at various spots over the State.

Blood 


E WONDER if the church and civic organizations 

W having tasted blood will not carry their boycott 

and demands to unreasonable lengths. Are we 

to expect that every picture in the future that does not 

meet with their approval will be subject to boycott? We 
are afraid that this very thing is going to happen. 


They have found that they have a powerful weapon 
at their disposal and will swing it long after its necessity 
has passed. If the power is in the hands of persons of clear 
judgment it will prove beneficial, but if it is to be used 


by zealots and fanatics, then it is too bad for the picture 
business. 


This week a group representing women’s clubs in 
California called on certain producers and demanded that 
the production of serials be stopped or a boycott would be 
instituted. Tomorrow another group may demand the 
elimination of athletics. There is no place to stop. 


Those persons back of the boycott stand in a position 
to become a power for good, or they may, thru attempted 
domination, cause a reaction to their campaign that will 


stamp them as bigots to the country at large and defeat 
their own ends. : 


There is a report that in order to combat the boycott 
and arouse public opinion against it many large chains of 
theaters will close their doors during the summer and 
throw approximately 50,000 persons out of work. It is 
believed that if they can point out that this is the result 


of the boycott, public opinion will fight the zealous church- 
men. 


The producers are frightened and are making every 
effort to make clean pictures. It is our opinion that the re- 
sult for which the churches aimed has been accomplished 
and the boycott should be called off.. It would be a mag- 
nanimous gesture and would certainly save the hundreds 
of small exhibitors who are about to lose their houses. To 
close a thousand small theaters is doing no good to the cause. 


It is merely making for antagonism with nothing to be 
gained. 


To continue the boycott in the face of the frantic ef- 
forts of producers to clean up begins to look like undue 
pressure. The film men should be given an opportunity to 
get the old films off their shelves and the theater owners 
should not be subject to boycott when they are blameless. 


It is doubtful if even the churches can long continue 
to tell their members what is and what is not fit for them 
to see. Sooner or iater the members will begin to believe 
that they are entitled to judge for themselves. In the mean- 
time there is no denying that the boycott is hurting. 


The churches have accomplished their purpose and by 
continuing the boycott they are merely hurting an inno- 
cent bystander. Whether or not the churches are able to 
see this isa question. If they are wise they will call off the 
boycott and eliminate any future antagonism from the gen- 
eral public, which always hates to see the little guy take a 
lacing. Boycotts are never popular and now that the 
churches have shown their power they should not abuse it.

Lays All Blame 


for Industry’s 


Ills at Feet of Big Producers 


Would dissolve present Code Authority and appoint new 
and more equitable one—asks President Roosevelt to 


present Code Authority be dissolved and 
a new and more equitable one appointed. 

The report points out that the powerful 
producer group has even disregarded 
court decisions with impunity and goes 
on to say: 


“The frst instance of the disregard of 
the court decisions by the operation of 
the motion picture code is presented by 
the actions of the subservient clearance 
and zoning boards in formulating clear- 
ance and zoning schedules in various 
cities which put the low admission inde- 
pendent theaters so far behind the pro- 
ducer-owned theaters that they will not 
be able to supply their patrons with pic- 
tures of current interest and will lose 
them to the producer-owned houses. This 
device was attempted before the code, hut 
was halted by the decision in Youngclaus 
vs. Omaha Film Board of Trade et al. 


“Heretofore the big eight producers 
have made little use of the extraordinary 
powers conferred upon them under the 
motion picture code. They have been 
afraid to exercise their powers in the face 
of the public attack upon the code con- 
tained in the board’s report. The failure 
of the National Recovery Administration 
to carry out the suggestions of the board 
encouraged the Big Eight to try out their 
powers upon their helpless rivals. 


“More important from the standpoint 
of the public at large are the cvil conse- 
quences resulting from the failure to act 
on the recommendation of this board 
that steps be taken to correct the practice 
known as compulsory block booking. The 
abolition of that practice ‘s necessary to 
give the exhibitors and their patrons a 
right of selection as to the pictures to be 
shown in the theaters. As mattcrs stand 
under the code, the power of the pro- 
ducers to compel exhibitors to buy and 
show all of their pictures—the good with 
the bad—and to designate the days of 
the week upon which particular pictures 
shall be shown has the sanction of the 
National Recovery Administration. 


“Millions of outraged citizens, finding 
that the code affords no means of escap- 
ing the forced showing of pictures, have 
joined under the leadership of various re- 
ligious bodies in putting into effect a na- 
tion-wide boycott directed against objec- 
tionable pictures. Thus, boycotting, sanc- 
tioned thruout the Nationat Recovery Ad- 
ministration activities, becomes a na- 
tional institution and is now employed by 
the public at large to compel the reforms 
which the National Recovery Administra- 
tion has forced the public to an expedient 
which, altho effective, will surely result in 
grave hardship for the independent ex- 
hibitors who are in no way the cause of 
the evil sought to be remedied. The only 
Way to prevent this injustice and attain 
the result which the entire nation is seek- 
ing by this boycott is to adopt the 
changes advised by this board in its 
original report on the motion picture 
code.” 


Myers Asks Allied 
To Delay Buying 


NEW YORK, July 7—Abram Myers, 
head of Allied, this week advised the 
New Jersey Allied members to lay off 
buying film as long as possible and 
await developments. He says this will 
have a tendency to force producers into 
making cleaner pictures. 

It is understood that exhibitors thru- 
out the country are not buying and it 
has put the film salesmen in a tough 
spot. The indie exhibs are bargaining 
for pictures and are making demands 
that are tough for the distributors.

The jury returned as “not true” a 
bill charging that the theater, man- 
aged by Charles Mensing, violated 
a State law by selling tickets for an 
entertainment which was not an 
exercise of religious worship.

Pennsylvania Theaters Hit as 


Much as 75% by Film Boycott 


PITTSBURGH, July 7. — Owners of 
neighborhood houses in near-by towns 
expressed deep concern over the current 
Legion of Decency film boycott at the 
Motion Picture Theaters Owners of 
Western Pennsylvania meeting held last 
Friday at the Schenley Hotel. The in- 
dependent exhibitors, who constitute the 
membership of this organization, point- 
ed out that the small-town theater own- 
ers have been hit hardest. There each 
priest is personally known to each citi- 
zen of the town, and in most cases his 
word is law. 


That such is the case was amply 
proven by the startling dip in box-office 
returns. Some exhibitors reported a 
drop of 75 per cent in weekly returns. 
Others claim that certain performances 
have all the earmarks of being private 
showings, considering the audience in 
the house. It was pointed out that the 
local organization, thru its secretary, 
Fred J. Herrington, is out to help the 
“little man” as much as. possible. Where 
it is necessary personal letters are sent 
to individual priests explaining the post- 
tion of the independent exhibitor. Where 
added explaining is to be done, personal 
interviews between Herrington and reli- 
gious leaders will be arranged. 


Among the suggestions brought out at 


on 


the meeting by the‘secretary included 
the appeal to the State censors as a pos- 
sible relief measure for the exhibitor. It 
did not meet with favor, however, since 
the appeal urged the censors to bar films 
in their entirety if they contain any 
objectionable scenes. The chief fault 
with this measure, it appears, is the 
fear that the censors may bar real 
money-makers simply because a few 
flashes are objectionable. 


Another of Herrington’s appeals, how- 
ever, was greeted favorably. He urged 
strongly each independent exhibitor to 
adopt the “Don’t Buy Now” policy. Un- 
less in certain cases where the owner 
is in an immediate need of product, the 
members will do away with buying for 
as long a time as possible. It is hoped 
that this measure will strike the pro- 
ducers as a warning that their Western 
Pennsylvania buyers want clean prod- 
ucts and they will be ready to buy them 
only when there is anything definite 
and favorable to buy. 


As to the exhibitor’s relation with the 
Legion of Dencency, members were asked 
to greet if favorable, but not encourage 
it to any great degree. There is the 
danger of certain religious groups to go 
too far and class fine entertainment ~s 
filthy fare. 


West Feels Effect 
Of Film Boycott 


OMAHA, July 7.—Independent exhibi- 
tors from the States of Nebraska and 
Western Iowa recently held a meeting 
here and discussed proposals to counter- 
act the fight now being waged against 
unsuitable films by the Catholic 
churches. 

Exhibitors report that this campaign 
being waged has caused grosses to slump 
to a considerable extent. A few reported 
that business fell off as much as 50 per 
cent. 


Portland Exhibitors 
Demand New Zoning 


PORTLAND, Ore., July 7—Some 60 
exhibitors and distributors of Oregon 
gathered at the Benson Hotel for a one- 
day mats meeting to discuss a tentative 
zoning chart operated by the board. 


Bob White, chairman of the Allied. 
representing 31 houses, having a total 
investment of upwards of $5,000,000, de- 
clared for more liberal clearance for 
their houses. Manager Gallagher of the 
Paramount Theater and Ted Gamble, 
manager of the Broadway, first-runs, 
declared that their houses had not been 
consulted tn preparing the new clear- 
ance schedule, therefore they also re- 
jected this schedule. 


On motion an auxiliary committee was 
appointed, composed of Messrs. Gamble. 
White and Manager Pete Stewart of 
Warner-First National Pictures, the lat- 
ter representing distributors. This com- 
mittee met with the regular zoning 
committee to formulate a new Portland 
city schedule but were unable to agree 
and a third session was decided upon. 


Double billing was decried by all 
factions. A long discussion followed 
but no decision or resolution was made 
on this whole subject. Adding vaude- 
ville to the feature was deemed by 2 
number of exhibitors to also constitute 
double billing. 


France Revises Film 
Import Regulations 


WASHINGTON, July 7.—The regula- 
tions governing the exhibition of foreign 
motion picture films in Prance are son- 
tinued, with certain modifications, for 
six months, nntil December 1, 1934, by 2 
decree published in the Prench Journal 
Official iast week, according to a cable- 
gram to the Department of Commerce 
from Acting Commercial Attache Daniel 
J Reagan, Paris. 


The decree provides that post-syn- 
chronized (dubbed) films of foreign 
origin may be given public showing in 
France only within the limit of 94 films 
during the semester from July 1 to De- 
cember 31, 1934, as against 70 films per 
semester from July 1, 1933, to June 29, 
1234. 

Original films in foreign languages 
may be shown in not more than five the- 
aters in the Paris area (Seine Depart- 
ment), as during the past year, and in 
not more than two theaters in each of 
the other Departments of France, 2° 
against 10 theaters for all the other De- 
partments combined during the past 
year. This restriction will not apply to 
animated cartoons durmg the next six 
months. 

With the exception of the above 
changes, the wew decree continues the 
previous regulations in substantially the 
same form.

King Vidor has taken a timely subject 
in Our Daily Bread and molded it into 
a powerful and beautiful story of city 
folks who have gone back to the soi! 
for their livelihood. It’s a pathetic, in- 
teresting and heart-gripping yarn told 
against a beautiful and haunting musi- 
cal background. 


The only fault to be found with the 
entire production is the apparent lack 
of complete understanding on the part 
of Vidor regarding farming and its 
methods. Some of the farmers back 
East will laugh long and heartily at the 
Hollywood farming methods injected 
into the picture, but to those not in 
the know it won’t make much differ- 
ence, 


Tom Keene and Karen Morley are the 
central figures in the story.

“Down to Singapore and then a four 
weeks’ tour of the Federated Malay 
States, Siam, Bankok and Rangoon. Now 
we are back to Shanghai, possibly the 
most colorful city of the Far East, and 
tomorrow we start inland Wooschi, Han- 
kow, Nankin and thru Tein Sein and 
Pekin, then back here and on to Japan 
for a couple months tour, and then we 
start home. We hope to reach the States 
by Thanksgiving. I have collected a 
wealth of material costumes of different 
lands, Oriental stage settings, etc., all 
material for a new show when I get 
back. 


“Shanghai was fine. We played here 
four weeks a few months ago in four 
different theaters and at same time I 
was feature midnight attraction at the 
Canidrome, the greatest night club in 
the Far East. Hongkong, as good, we did 
record business for a week at King’s 
Theater and also good business in the 
great Chinese opera houses, KoShing, 
TiaPing and Po Heng. Macou was in- 
teresting, as this town on this island is 
wide open. Fantan gambling, lottery, 
open sale and use of opium and is a 
headquarters for Chinese pirates. Excel- 
lent business at the Lyric in Manila, 
and good business on the tour, and we 
played two weeks in Manila as feature 
attraction at its great carnival, which 
built a special theater for us. 


“Business was fair in French Indo- 
China, but taxes and other expense in- 
curred locally ate up most of the profits, 
but the trip there was worth it, espe- 
cially getting to see the ruins of the 
great lost cities of Anchor and Anchor 
Vath. Wonderful business in the Capitol 
at Singapore, and then two marvelous 
weeks as feature attraction in the Raffles 
Ballroom. Raffles, as you know, is one 
of the great hotels of the world and 
the most famous in the Far East. Our 
tour of the Federated Malay States has 
been perhaps the most interesting part 
of our entire tour to date, altho we 
anticipate a very interesting trip back 
into old China, starting tomorrow. On 
the boat, jumping from Singapore to 
Shanghai was the Dante company with 
us. Dante loaded on 11 people and 100 
pieces of baggage and we loaded on five 
people and 60 pieces of baggage, so you 
can imagine there was magic all over 
the boat. 


“Dante jumped to Singapore from 
Australia. From all reports he has had 
a most wonderful run in Australia. He 
did excellent business in Singapore, 
altho we were not there and did not 
get to see the show. He came in after 
we left for a tour in the Federated 
Malay States. He opens here tomorrow 
for a run at the Carlton Theater, then, 
I understand, he goes back to Hongkong 
for the Queen’s Theater, then to Manila 
and then sails for Europe. As I under- 
stand, he has contracts starting in Oc- 
tober at Prague. Chefalo was in Aus- 
tralia when Dante left, but someone 
tells me that he has now started for 
South Africa, and Carter, so I hear, is in 
New Zealand. Well, I guess this is all 
the news for the present, so we will ring 
down for this time.

matter of the State-Lake’s use of ama- 
teurs before Joseph Nelson, of the local 
NRA board. At the hearing he testified 
that Jones, Linick & Schaefer were 
auditioning from 15 to 20 professional 
performers in their private studios and 
would then select 9 or 10 of the best 
acts to participate in the “quest for tal- 
ent” night at the State-Lake under the 
subterfuge of promising recognition and 
definite booking, which, according to 
Rooney, never materialized. These acts, 
Rooney said, were classified by Jones, 
Linick & Schaefer as purely amateurs 
who had never before made any public 
appearance. Aaron Jones Sr., of the 
Jones, Linick & Schaefer firm, informed 
The Billboard that the statement of 
Rooney was not true. The procedure 
in the “quest for talent,” he said, was 
to distribute cards among the audience 
on Monday nights after an announce- 
ment in which any amateurs in the 
audience were invited to fill ovt a card 
if they wished an audition. These cards 
specifically state that the “quest” was 
for amateurs only. From the cards 
turned in Charles Niggemeyer, who han- 
dies the contests, selects 50 cards and 
the 50 persons represented are asked to 
report for auditions. From the 50 
Niggemeyer selects four or five persons 
or acts that seem most promising. No 
booking is promised, Jones stated, but 
acts showing sufficient merit are en- 
gaged.

ruled that in the future all acts before 
auditioning would be compelled to sign 
sworn affidavits to the effect that they 
had never had any previous stage ex- 
perience. So far as The Billboard could 
learn no such ruling was made by the 
NRA. As a matter of fact the board it- 
self is in doubt as to the status of ama- 
teurs and “amateur nights” and is un- 
derstood to have written the NRA head- 
quarters for information on that point. 
Aaron Jones himself suggested, mainly 
for his own protection, that every act 
asking for an agdition be required to 
sign an affidavit as to its amateur 
standing. 


Joseph Nelson, NRA deputy, declined 
to give o@t any information as to result ° 
of the hearing, stating it is against the 
government’s policy to do so. 


The EPA contends that to engage 
anyone. amateur or otherwise, for less 
than the minimum blanket wage of $15 
a week. or $2.50 for the first perform- 
ance, is a violation of the code. More- 
over that after an amateur has been 
paid for one performance he is no longer 
an amateur and must be paid at least 
the minimum wage set for performers 
by the code.

lighting plant.” I do not know just 
what we are to take by the use of the 
word “complete.” I am not questioning 
him in this “complete” wording. 

In The Forum in the issue of April 23 
I wrote of the: first electric light plant 
to operate and produce electric current 
in Kansas City, Mo., this during the 
summer of 1878 with the Great London 
Circus. I take for granted that the 
plant as carried by the Great London 
Circus was as “complete” as any of that 
early date. Just what the Philadelphia 
plant had to make it more “complete” 
than the one carried by the circus ex- 


hibiting in Kansas City, readers of The 
Billboard, especially those writing of the 
“first electric lights with circuses,” will 
be interested in knowing if Mr. McCalley 
will inform them. If any of your read- 
ers can spring positive information that 
will prove that any circus carried and 
operated an electric light plant previous 
to the one with the Great London Circus 
in Kansas City, 1878, let us hear from 
them. I have positive proof that in 
1878 the Great London Circus had an 
electric light plant with it in Kansas 
City with which the show illuminated 
its tent for night performance and that 
it was the first exhibition of electricity 
produced in Kansas City. 

So that generations yet to troupe will 
have the complete and correct data on 
the “first electric light plant with a 
circus,” let us hear from those who can 
furnish positive and accurate proof. So 
far as I am able to verify, 1878 was the 
first year for electric lights with a cir- 
cus, I being able to provide positive d .ta 
for this date. 

Cc. G. Sturtevant, in The Forum of 
May 12, wrote that Cooper & Bailey pur- 
chased the Great London Circus at the 
close of the 1878 tour and combined the 
titles for the next year. I am inclined 
to judge that the “complete” light plant 
Mr. McCalley wrote about as being the 
first with any show is the one, same 
and identical plant that the Great Lon- 
don Circus had in Kansas City in the 
summer of 1878. 

For the oldtimers who recall the north 
end of Kansas City, will state that the 
first buildings to be wired for and to 
use electric lights were the Gillis Thea- 
ter and the Centropolis Hotel.

When goods aré scarce there is no need to exert any effort in selling 
them, for the buyers seeks out the seller. It is only necessary for the 
vender to post ‘information as to his whereabouts, the nature of his mer- 
chandise and its price. In ancient times, productive capacity was less 
than the natural demand for useful articles, and persuasive advertising 
was unnecessary. That is what inspired the Roman slave-philosopher to 
observe: “It is necessary to entice the buyer to unsalable wares; good 
merchandise easily finds a buyer, even tho it be hidden away.” 

Emerson expressed a similar thought when he made his famous ob- 
servation about the world beatina a path thru the woods to the door of 
any man who would make a better mousetrap than anyone else. 

But things are different now, and happily so. We have power plants, 
laboratories and factories capable of turning out a vastly greater amount 
of desirable goods than we have ever actually used. And we could all 
use more than we have ever had. 

The problem now is net how to make more things, but how to dis- 
tribute those we make. There are two necessary elements for bringing 
about faster distribution. The first is persuasion to bring people to the 
market place to buy more of those products which will give them satis- 
faction. The second is the return to the same people of the income arising 
from increased production, in a constant flow of wages and dividends.

There never could be enough salesmen to talk to each of ‘us per- 
sonally and tell about all the wonderful things now being produced, those 
articles of health, convenience and pleasure, which go far toward making 
life happy. So we have invented advertising, which does this work well 
and quickly reaches everyone in the land. 

Some persons profess to believe that the sole function of advertising 
is to provide a sort of general super-catalog of all merchandise on sale, 
briefly stating the character and price of each article. Advertising does 
this, but it also has another duty, just as imporant. Like every good 
salesman, advertising must explain the advantages of possessing the 
advertised article. This is really what makes us want to buy it, and we 
have advertising to thank for the satisfaction we later get from our 
rurchase. 

This persuasive educational power of advertising is the keynote of 
its economic and sogial value. It guides our wants and desires along 
the channels of progress and thus quickens the distribution of the products 
of industry. This is what makes it possible for production to grow con- 
tinually larger. 

Advertising is a foundation stone of industrial expansion.

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MILLIONS FOR HIGHWAYS! 


MotorizedShows 
To Be Benefited 


Tugwell approves appor- 

tionments—feeder roads 

on the improvements list 
* 


WASHINGTON, July 7. — Motorized 
amusement units are continuing to get 
a break here and there as an offset to 
burdens which they have to bear in the 
way of motor and municipal licenses 
and other demands made upon their 
purses in assurance now of an increasing 
number of modern highways over which 
to travel. Such highways not only make 
travel pleasant for motorized units and 
save much on gas and oil bills, in addi- 
tion to preserving machinery, but they 
extend tremendously the areas upon 
which to draw for patronage. 


Acting Secretary of Agriculture Rex- 
ford Tugwell has approved apportion- 
ment among the States, Hawaii and the 
District of Columbia cf $200,000,000 for 
highway purposes, made available under 
the Hayden-Cartwright bill, signed re- 
cently by President Roosevelt. Basis for 
the distribution of money is seven- 
eights under the Federal Highway Act, 
this on a 50-50 basis, and one-eighth, 
under the law, according to population. 
Specific regulations for the expenditure 
of the money will be issued soon by the 
Secretary of Agriculture. However, not 
less than 25 per cent of the money pro- 
vided must, in the absence of satisfac- 
tory reasons to the contrary, be applied 
to secondary or feeder roads, including 
farm-to-market roads, rural free delivery 
roads and public school bus roads. 


This earmarking of such a sum for 
other than the main arteries of com- 
merce means, as has already been 
pointed out in The Billboard, the open- 
ing up of hitherto inaccessible areas for 
visits by circus, carnival or other out- 
door entertainment units. The United 
States has thousands of prosperous, up- 
to-date smaller centers of population 
which may be reached conveniently as a 
result of plans for making these sec- 
ondary and other roads passable. Texas 
comes first as to amount of money set 
aside for 1t, $12,291,253. Other amounts 
follow: New York, $11,327,921; Pennsyl- 
vania, $9,590,788; Illinois, $8,921,401; 
California, $7,932,206; Ohio, $7,865,012; 
Michigan, $6,452,568; Minnesota, $5,425,- 
551; Iowa, $5,118,361; Kansas, $5,117,675; 
Georgia, $5,113.491; Indiana, $5,088,963. 

Other States, as well as Hawaii and 
the District of Columbia, follow with 
substantial sums to their credit. Dela- 
ware gets the smallest sum, $923,395. 
Thomas P. Henry, of Detroit, president 
American Automobile Association, hav- 
ing in mind continued and greater use 
of the highways under the funds to be 
expended in the States, has issued a 
statement in which he appeals to State 
and local officers to protect motorists 
from “roadside piracy,” which is prac- 
ticed, as he points out, by “fee-splitting 
magistrates and rural officers.” This 
appeal is prompted by reports from 
many sections to AAA to the effect that 
finances of local units of government 
are at a low ebb and that local officers 
working on a fee basis are preparing to 
extend their highway activities this sum- 
mer in a determined drive for fines. The 
National Conference on Street and High- 
way Safety recently voted in annual ses- 
sion condemnation of the “fee system” 
and recommended that this method of 
handling traffic cases be abolished thru- 
out the country. Many a circus and 
carnival owner has felt effects of this 
evil. 


CINCINNATI. O., June 7.—According 
to reports received by The Billboard dur- 
ing the last two weeks, the death notice 
of Major J. Unger in the Final Curtain 
of the May 26 issue was erroneous.

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MILLIONS FOR HIGHWAYS 


MotorizedShows 
To Be Benefited 


Tugwell approves appor- 

tionments—feeder roads 

on the improvements list 
oe 


WASHINGTON, July 7. — Motorized 
amusement units are continuing to get 
a break here and there as an offset to 
burdens which they have to bear in the 
way of motor and municipal licenses 
and other demands made upon their 
purses in assurance now of an increasing 
number of modern highways over which 
to travel. Such highways not only make 
travel pleasant for motorized units and 
save much on gas and oil bills, in addi- 
tion to preserving machinery, but they 
extend tremendously the areas upon 
which to draw for patronage. 


Acting Secretary of Agriculture Rex- 
ford Tugwell has approved apportion- 
ment among the States, Hawaii and the 
District of Columbia cf $200,000,000 for 
highway purposes, made available under 
the Hayden-Cartwright bill, signed re- 
cently by President Roosevelt. Basis for 
the distribution of money is seven- 
eights under the Federal Highway Act, 
this on a 50-50 basis, and one-eighth, 
under the law, according to population. 
Specific regulations for the expenditure 
of the money will be issued soon by the 
Secretary of Agriculture. However, not 
less than 25 per cent of the money pro- 
vided must, in the absence of satisfac- 
tory reasons to the contrary, be applied 
to secondary or feeder roads, including 
farm-to-market roads, rural free delivery 
roads and public school bus roads. 


This earmarking of such a sum for 
other than the main arteries of com- 
merce means, as has already been 
pointed out in The Billboard, the open- 
ing up of hitherto inaccessible areas for 
visits by circus, carnival or other out- 
door entertainment units. The United 
States has thousands of prosperous, up- 
to-date smaller centers of population 
which may be reached conveniently as a 
result of plans for making these sec- 
ondary and other roads passable. Texas 
comes first as to amount of money set 
aside for it, $12,291,253. Other amounts 
follow: New York, $11,327,921; Pennsyl- 
vania, $9,590,788; Illinois, $8,921,401; 
California, $7,932,206; Ohio, $7,865,012; 
Michigan, $6,452,568; Minnesota, $5,425,- 
551; Iowa, $5,118,361; Kansas, $5,117,675; 
Georgia, $5,113.491; Indiana, $5,088,963. 

Other States, as well as Hawaii and 
the District of Columbia, follow with 
substantial sums to their credit. Dela- 
ware gets the smallest sum, $923,395. 
Thomas P. Henry, of Detroit, president 
American Automobile Association, hav- 
ing in mind continued and greater use 
of the highways under the funds to be 
expended in the States, has issued a 
statement in which he appeals to State 
and local officers to protect motorists 
from “roadside piracy,” which is prac- 
ticed, as he points out, by “fee-splitting 
magistrates and rural officers.” This 
appeal is prompted by reports from 
many sections to AAA to the effect that 
finances of local units of government 
are at a low ebb and that local officers 
working on a fee basis are preparing to 
extend their highway activities this sum- 
mer in a determined drive for fines. The 
National Conference on Street and High- 
way Safety recently voted in annual ses- 
sion condemnation of the “fee system” 
and recommended that this method of 
handling traffic cases be abolished thru- 
out the country. Many a circus and 
carnival owner has felt effects of this 
evil. 


CINCINNATI. O., June 7.—According 
to reports received by The Billboard dur- 
ing the last two weeks, the death notice 
of Major J. Unger in the Final Curtain 
of the May 26 issue was erroneous. Ap- 
parently, he has been lately residing at 
Battle Creek, Mich. Unger was sup- 
posed to have died on May 14, according 
to a communication signed “A. V. Huff,” 
but it seems that he was with Mighty 
Sheesley Midway at Portsmouth. O., on 
May 25. 


THE ATTERBURY DUO, Robert 
and Marie (brother and sister), aerial- 
ists, of Atterbury’s Circus. 
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Ballard’s Offer Accepted 


WEST BADEN, Ind., July 7.—Mention 
was made in The Billboard a few weeks 
ago that Edward Ballard, one of the for- 
mer heads of the American Circus Cor- 
poration, operator of a number of large 
railroad circuses, had offered the West 
Baden Springs Hotel to a Jesuit order 
as a college. Announcement was recent- 
ly made that the religious order had 
formally accepted the offer, and the in- 
stitution will be known as West Baden 
College when it is opened in September. 
It will be the first institution of higher 
learning in Indiana under the direction 
of the Jesuit Fathers. Academically it 
will be affiliated with Layola University 
of Chicago. 


Jerome Harriman in N. Y.

Old-Time Showmen 
By CHARLES BERNARD 


Omar Kingsley is a name recorded in 
19th century circus history which de- 
serves being perpetuated and given 
prominence in the historical literature 
of this and future generations. Born in 
Louisiana in 1840, his parents moved to 
St. Louis, and little Omar at the age of 
6 took part, with other children, in spec- 


tacular displays in a circus operated by 
Spencer Q. Stokes, who was then a lead- 
ing showman of the West and South- 
west, and whose daughter, Katie Stokes, 
was one of the bright equestrian stars 
of her day. Manager Stokes saw in the 
6-year-old Kingsley boy a future as a 
circus performer. Arrangement was made 
by which he was apprenticed to Mr. 
Stokes and thus began the career of a 
rider whose marvelous triumphs in the 
capitals of Europe attracted the nobility 
and men of wealth. 


Little Omar was a very pretty boy, had 
a girlish-appearing face and in makeup 
for spectacular parts had the happy 
faculty of impersonating girls to per- 
fection. He showed such natural apt- 
nes$ for riding that Stokes decided to 
train him as an equestrian. A rival 
circus that exhibited in St. Louis fea- 
tured Miss Wells as an equestrigin, and 
the Stokes show to meet the competition 
dressed; the boy rider, Leon, as a female 
and the result was largely increased 
business. This experiment gave Mr. 
Stokes the idea to “raise” the Kingsley 
boy as a girl, and the training from then 
on was in every detail the impersona- 
tion of a female. The name Ella Zoyara 
was selected, the female apparel was 
worn constantly and the companions 
were girls. Ella was taught to sew, em- 
broider and pursue all the little details 
of the sex in training for the ring as 
an equestrienne. In 1848 Stokes built 
the People’s Amphitheater in St. Louis, 
and the boy, Leon, and Ella were the 
featured riders. 


In 1852 Manager Stokes decided that 
he would go to Europe and that Ella 
Zoyara, as the young female eques- 
trienne, would be a winning attraction. 
The six years of training had perfected 
the art of impersonating the female to 
that stage which removed possibility of 
doubt. There were but two or three per- 
sons in the establishment that knew the 
truth and they were close friends of 
Stokes. The history of the Euré@pean 
tour of Ella Zoyara seems like a ro- 
mance. The opening performance was 
at Drury Lane Theater, London (only 
the name Ella was used in London and 
on the Continent, and the Zovara was 
added years afterward). Ella was in ap- 
pearance a girl of 18, very pretty, and 
the equestrian act was a hit at once: 
graceful and with that dash that made 
every move a thrill. Princes Frederick 
and William of Prussia came to the the- 
ater, saw the riding act and were so 
pleased with Ella that Manager Stokes 
was asked to bring the rider to Prussia. 


Berlin, Germany, was played for a 
90 days’ engagement under rvyal pat- 
ronage. and the business was very 
profitable. From Berlin to Vienna for 
90 nights in the Karl Theater, where 
the Emperor Francis Joseph saw and 
praised the performance by Ella. After 
Vienna a tour of the principal cities of 
Austria, Hungary, Poland and Italy. The 
European tour was a financial and 
artistic success. On the return to 
America Ella was firmly established in 
the realm of arenic stars. In 1858 the 
time of apprenticeship was up, Mr. 
Stokes fitted Ella out with good horses, 
costumes and equipment. An engage- 
ment with Howes & Cushing’s Circus for 
the trip to England followed. The rid- 
ing by this female impersonator became 
a series of sensational thrills. One fea- 
tured act was to ride standing erect 
while the horse jumped a four-foot 
picket, then while speeding around the 
ring would jump thru 50 paper-covered 
hoops and the final jump onto a high 
throne. 


In 1861 the spell of impersonation was 
broken by a romantic marriage. Omar 
Kingsley, at the age of 21, married Sallie 
Stickney, the popular equestrienne, 
daughter of S. P. Stickney. They went 
to California and in 1863 Kingsley made 
his first appearance in San Francisco 
with John Wilson’s Circus as Ella 
Zoyara. In 1875 he went with the Wil- 
son Circus to Australia. In 1877 from 
Melbourne to India, and finally in Bom- 
bay, India, on April 3, 1879, died, a vic- 
tim of smallpox.

ATLANTIC CITY, July 7.—Steel Pier 
here officially opened its season last 
Saturday with more than a score of 
major attractions and with attendance 
up to double last season’s opening to 
celebrate its 37th anniversary. Altho 
exact figures not released, it was stated 
by pier officials that the attendance was 
way up with promise of looser money 
thrucut the summer. It has been found 
that bathing hours are changing and 
cutting into early afternoon attendance. 
Usually bathing is done in morning and 
early aft@rnoon—now till 4 o’clock con- 
tinues heavy, with first big crowds for 
show immediately after that. Pier is 
hitting good afternoon crowds despite 
this. 


The Pier itself has heavier show than 
ever. Not only the main level is used, but 
roofs of the structure and even ceilars 
have been thrown open to attractions. 
Marine Ballroom is enlarged to accom- 
modate 5,000 dancers and Circus Stadium 
is enlarged with seating capacity of 
5,000. Additional theater seating 1,000 
is added. 


The Pier front is one large lobby with 
four turnstiles, with Jim Rocke in charge 
with a crew of attendants. The lobby 
feature is Aldridge’s Hawaiians and 
Philippine Marimba Orchestra. J. Burling- 
ton Jarrett’s Hollywood exhibit is all 
new with generous space on the main 
floor. Elliott’s Minstrels in new dress 
and style returned to Casino Hall. Wil- 
liam O’Neal, musical comedy and 
operetta headliner, is the star. Others 
scoring in initial presentation of min- 
strels included Carl Mason and Keepee 
Kemper. Jimmy Jones js ayain in charge 
of music for Casino Hall. Thirty-five 
in minstrel company. 


Basement Done Over 


The basement of the boardwalk part 
of the pier has been completely done 
over. Formerly used to store settings, 
etc., it has been enlarged, renovated and 
now houses a Haunted Castle, a new fea- 
ture in mechanical line. Also is setting 
for an exhibit of mounted South Sea 
Monsters of Deep, with mechanical fea- 
tures. This part of pier also houses an- 
other newcomer, Robert Burns, whose 
chain-gang book and pix stirred nation- 
wide interest. Burns is surrounded by 
lot of the pix props and other para- 
phernalia. Several other exhibits are 
scheduled for this spotting. 


The winter ballroom is transformed 
into a Children’s Theater with seating 
capacity of 1,000. Several acts, including 
Sue Hasting’s marionettes and comedy 
shorts and cartoons, are regular features 
with morning special shows in’ which 
acts from other parts of the pier con- 
tribute small bits. 

The opening bill in the vaudeville 
theater, Music Hall, is Thurston and his 
company of 30. Thurston is assisted by 
his daughter, Jane, in a full show of 
illusions and magic. His bill takes 
up the entire “flesh” time. A feature 
flicker also for this house. Ocean Hall 
opened with Paramount’s Shoot the 
Works. 

Station WPG, Columbia unit here, 
opened ocean studios on end of pier with 
several broadcasts a day scheduled, in- 
cluding all orchestras. Lieutenant-Com- 
mander Sterling, U. S. N.,, retired, has 
charge of what proved to be one of the 
opening day thrills, a water circus, with 
champs in various stunts.

Two 
toreadors were arrested charged with bull- 
baiting and they are out on bond await- 
ing disposition of their cases. 

The bullfight had been widely adver- 
tised and the Anti-Cruelty Society and 
various persons, among them Governor 
Horner, had protested against the fight 
being staged. The promoters, the Diaz 
Amusement Corporation, procured a tem- 
porary injunction from Judge William J.

See where the New York City Depart- 
ment of Parks is holding a city-wide 
learn-To-Swim Campaign this week. 
Which is about time. I'll never forget 
the time four years ago when I ran a 
learn-to-swim campaign for the defunct 
Evening Graphic. The park department 
refused to co-operate then and we had 
to work with the commercial tanks. Now 
the park officials have come to the pool 
owners seeking their co-operation. 


Understand that quite a meeting was 
held last week to formulate plans at 
which representatives were present from 
the Van Cortlandt-Olympia, Park Cen- 
tral, Parc Vendome, Cascades, Castle 
Hill, St. George and London Terrace, pri- 
vately owned natatoriums. Besides, of- 
ficals of the Board of Education, Crime 
Prevention Bureau, the Y’s and com- 
munity councils were also on hand. And 
plenty was said about the value of swim- 
ming. Plans call for free lessons at the 
listed 31 city-controlled pools and also 
at the various commercial tanks, where 
it was decided a 10 cents admission 
would be taxed the kiddies sent them 
by the many recreations centers. 


Another point stressed in this cam- 
paign is that varlous swim exhibitions 
are being used to entice youngsters to 
take up swimming and thus cut down 
summer drownings toll. Not enough of 
the local pool men, however, are 
up to this swell stunt. Maybe they're 
too busy worrying about the price-cut- 
ting war which has been started in New 
York City by the Metropolitan outdoor 
pool, Bronx, now operated by a local 
bank. Which price-slashing methods 
the Metropolitan’s nearest opposish, the 
Prospect Pool, immediately picked up. 
And it looks like a fight to a finish, with 
the bigger pools, such as the Cascades, 
Miramar and Bronxdale, all in that sec- 
tion, a little bit worried and rightly so, 
for price cutting never helped any in- 
dustry. 


That recent line in this column ask- 
ing for some news from Leonard B. 
Schloss, of the Glen Echo Park Pool, 
Washington, certainly brought plenty of 
response from him. For which, of course, 
I am deeply grateful. Schloss writes 
that his recent swim meets at his tank 
have been very successful and that the 
weather in that section of late has been 
very good, and to cuote him, “by reason 
thereof we have been carrying pretty 
good loads.” Which certainly is a cute 
way of saying that business is good. 
Then he wrote a few more communica- 
tions, the last one of which gave his 
side to the topless bathing suit subject. 
The AAPB head, in answer to an item 
which appeared here on the subject, 
stated that while he was personally 
against shirtless bathing he felt that if 
the public demands were such he would 
have no hesitancy in allowing trunks to 
be worn. Which certainly is the right 
attitude to take. And therefore Schloss 
reports that last year, there being no 
great demand, trunk swimming was not 
allowed. But this year he says there !s a 
change in public opinion, and male pa- 
trons at his tank are permitted to don 
trunks only, if they so desire. And fur- 
thermore he adds that he has received 
ho complaints so far from his patrons. 

Other pools in Washington also allow 
trunk swimming, so I’ve heard, namely, 
the Airport Pool and the Chevy Chase 
aquadromes. All of which shows that 
the pool operators catering to the popu- 
lation of the nation’s capital city are 
keenly alive in catering to the desires of 
their patrons. And Schloss and his 
compatriots are to be congratulated. 


If only the other pool operators would 
follow suit. I’m glad to see many of 
them falling in line, the New York City 
tanks especially since The New York 
Daily Mirror ran its series of articles 
voicing public opinion. In the last few 
days of the series the votes were over- 
Whelmingly for shirtless swimming and 
culminated with the official city okeh for 
that type of swimming last week for all 
City beaches, especially Coney Island, 
Where the whole fuss started. Even 
Magistrate Herschfield, who was astanch 
supporter of alleged bathing modesty 
and was very much against male chests 
being bared on the beaches, came out 
in favor of shirtless swimming last week. 


Which seems to prove that the public 
definitely wants it. 


The Daily Mirror certainly went to 
town on its series, for instead of burying 
it in the rear pages, as is the case with 
most newspaper features once they get 
started, the bathing stories were plas- 
tered on pages 1 and 2 daily, and ballot 
blanks printed by the daily were even 
distributed in pools thruout the city and 
also carried by various sound trunks 
supplied by RKO. So it can be said that 
every effort was given to actually deter- 
mine the true public’s views. 


Monte Wax’'s crew of log rollers, who 
were working out at Jones Beach, L. L., 
earlier in the season, played a one week’s 
engagement at the Farragut Pool, Brook- 
lyn, last week. And the gag of log- 
rolling smacks as a swell new kind of 
attraction for tanks. Mutiny. however, 
has broken out in the log-rolling ranks, 
with two of Wax’s log rollers going out 
on their own and selling their act to 
other pools. The Van Cortlandt-Olympia 
tank is presenting these two log rollers 
this week. 


Writing about the Van Cortlandt pool 
reminds me to report publicly that 
Charles Pfeiffer, new head of that tank, 
certainly has become one of the out- 
standing local pool men in a short pe- 
riod of time. He is showing King Solo- 
mon tactics in operating his establish- 
ment these days. Irv Zussman is the 
new “mouthpiece” for the Van Cortlandt, 
which means that there will be plenty 
of talk about that pool. And now, before 
I forget,/or rather before the old editor 
starts slashing this stuff, let me point 
out the fact that Uncle Don, of radio 
fame, is offering a number of aquatic 
trophies for winners of the swim meets 
at the Camp Roosevelt pool, in Monti- 
cello, N. Y¥Y. The tieup was made by 
Dorothy Weisman, who is one of those 
in charge of swimming activities there.

Manufacturers and 
Dealers’ Section 


By R. S. UZZELL: 


Many manufacturers who also operate 
in amusement parks as well as many of 
the park managers themselves are rest- 
ing easier now that it is known we are 
not to operate the parks under a NRA 
code. 


A larger percentage of parks than we 
would care to mention at this time 
could not have kept open if forced to 
operate under the code as outlined. 
These parks have taken on new life and 
will carry on into the future instead 
of folding for good. There is no reflec- 
tion on our code committee. The mem- 
bers fought for us, bled themselves for 
expense money and remained on the 
front line until the code went down. 
It was hard work and plenty of it. We 
do not feel that they failed; on the 
other hand, we appreciate the fact that 
they fought our battle for us and but 
for them an arbitrary code would have 
been proposed for us. Our committee 
did not fail. It served us faithfully. Its 
final report will be an interesting docu- 
ment. Fortunate is our committee that 
the members do not have to be in Wash- 
ington during the very oppressive 
weather. 


On July 24 the New England park 
men meet at Mountain Park, Holyoke, 
Mass.

CHICAGO, July 7.—With few special 
events scheduled for the territory around 
Chicago outside the World’s Fair, the 
crowds swarmed to A Century of 
Progress and for a time promised to set 
a new record for attendance. But over- 
cast skies during the afternoon kept 
thousands away, and the late evening 
crowd was diminished by showers that 
fell shortly before 10 o'clock. In spite 
of these unfavorable circumstances the 
turnstiles recorded 179,096 for the day. 

There were a number of special events 
at the fair on the Fourth. Thearle-Duf- 
field put on an especially brilliant fire- 
works display on the Lagoon and every 
vantage point was packed. This year’s 
fireworks displays have been consistently 
good and have drawn numerous compli- 
ments. The Lagoon Theater show 
played to a packed grand stand and also 
furnished an excellent vantage point 
from which to witness the fireworks: 
The Colonial Village held a special pro- 
gram appropriate to. the day, and the 
tfoops in Camp Roosevelt on the island 
stirred things up with a “Salute to the 
Union” of 48 guns. Thruout the grounds 
the holiday spirit prevailed. 

The Irish Village, reorganized, re- 
opened July 3 after being closed for 
several days. Little change noticeable 
in the interior and unless something 
drastic is done in the way of providing 
live and arresting entertainment the vil- 
lage appears doomed.

MAYFIELD, Ky., July 7.—A situation that has proved to be a problem to 
carnivals wishing to show in Mayfield has finally been settled by the city council 


here in the form of a ruling which permits carnival attractions to exhibit within 
any distance more than 300 feet of any church, instead of 1,200 feet as provided 


in an old ordinance. The problem came 


to a head when two carnivals came to 


town, booked for the same week. Royal Palm Shows were to show on the Housman 
field in West Mayfield and the Heth Shows were scheduled to show on the Hale lot. 


The latter was met with an ordinance 
which forbids any carnival or show from 
setting up for business within four blocks 
of a church. The Heth Shows on West 
Broadway would have been in less than 
a block of the Christian Church. 


City council held a special meeting and 


enacted the ordinance permitting carni- ; 


vals to show within any distance more 
than 300 feet of a church, but as it takes 
two readings to pass an ordinance. it 
could not be enacted in time for the 
Heth Shows to locate on the Hale lot. 
The Heth outfit moved on to Hickman 
in order to avoid any possible litigation 
and then it developed that the Royal 
Palm Shows were within a short distance 
of the Holiness Church in West May- 
field, but they continued their showings 
without complaint. 

The new ordinance makes available for 
carnivals some of the choicest locations 
in the business part of the city. Mayfield 
has always been a town that has en- 
couraged attractions such as carnivals 
and the latest action of the city council 
in removing the restrictions is just an- 
other indication that the city bejieves 
that carnivals are an asset and not a 
liability to their city.

ROCHESTER, N. Y., July 7—It has 
long been our point of view that one 
branch of show business should profit 
from the mistakes as well as the accom- 
plishments of every other division of the 
industry. Particularly is it our conten- 
tion that our favorite amusement should 
heed good examples regardless in what 
division of the entertainment world they 
might occur. 


During the past few days we viewed the 
Ringling-Barnum Circus during its an- 
nual one-day stand in our home town. 
While it is true that this is primarily 
a@ carnival column, we cannot help 
mentioning some of the parts we see in 
the passing show. True, R-B nad its 
usual cavalcade of outstanding perform- 
ers, with its Dorothy Herbert, the broth- 
ers Zacchini. Con Colleanos, the Wal- 
lendas, the Rooneys and many others, 
but it also had a definite element present 
which it would be well for every carnival 
to imitate. We found a decided attitude 
on the part of all connected with R-B, 
from the executive to the lowliest usher, 
to impress the patron with the fact that 
it was a high-class institution. Wouldn't 
it be a wonderful thing for the carnival 
business if everyone connected with it 
assumed the same attitude? 


One can hardly mention Ringling- 
Barnum without thinking of Dexter Fel- 
lows. We are not in the habit of lavish- 
ing praise on anyone without their justly 
deserving same. But Dexter certainly 
has caught the fancy of newswriters 
around the country and in many places 
is getting as much space as the show he 
represents. We have come to consider 


him as a one-man institution.

Hail as large as the pro- 
verbial goose egg pounded the midway, 
bruising the boys, crashing thru the 
tops of automobiles, breaking windows 
and causing added destruction. Thou- 
sands of light bulbs were broken by 
both wind and hail. Five new tops were 
ordered from D. M. Kern, Chicago, to 
replace those ruined and started arriving 
before the week was out. Campbell’s 
cookhouse also had to order a new top. 
Despite the loss of property, Mrs. Vir- 
ginia Laughlin’s greatest sorrow was 
caused by the loss of her two pet 
canaries. A window in the office car was 
broken by the hail and the pets were 
drowned. 


William Owsley, president of the fair, 
and Secretary Tallmann rallied to the 
aid of the stricken showmen and sleep-

An offer 
has been made by a well-known rink 
owner for the use of his rink, and the 
only question at this time is whether 
there is sufficient time for the promotion 
of an event of this kind during July or 
August. The name of the rink owner is 
being withheld at this time, but will be 
published as soon as a definite decision 
is made.

Later for some 
years, with carnivals contracting the 
midways, there was a notable absence of 
outside workers. But there remained a 
sprinkling of demonstrators in the exhibit 
buildings at fairs. 


During the last few years there has been 
@ gradual return to special events during 
tHe summer and fall months. There have 
been mecre salesmen of many kinds of 
novelties working with ‘“tripes and 
keister,” or from stands or autos, on 
fairgrounds, while specialty workers, 

per subscriptionists, etc., inside ex- 
hibit buildings have been multiplying. 
The increase is probably because fair 
secretaries have been awakening to 
the fact that pitchmen-demonstrators’ 
privilege money ‘s an asset. Sometimes a 
carnival manager gives a pitchman a 
break—reasonable privilege charge —on 
the midway. 

This year there is more money in cir- 
culation than during the last several 
years; too, people are hungry for out- 
door amusement and in most places flock 
to places of festivity; hence, this sum- 
mer and fall should show a marked 
improvement for pitchfolk (both inside

Pitchmen I Have Met

When Franklin Street was born 
in the then frontier town of Mon- 
mouth, Ia., 63 years ago, medicine 
was being sold by the Kickapoos 
and other famous med units. 

’ Franklin's father was Irish and 
his mother a full-blooded Wash- 
ow. The Kickapoos retained his 
parents to look after one of the 
shows and other Indians borrowed 
from the Washow reservation. 

As time went on Franklin and 
his brother, Leon, who is equally 
as w2ll known in Pitchdom, took 


their cue from the lecturers and 
when reaching raanhood both be- 
came finished lecturers of the old 
school. I have never had the oc- 
casion to meet Leon, but if he is 
as good a worker as his brother, 
you can gamble the sox off 
your feet that he is in the ma- 
zuma. 

Franklin gets the dough—and 
plenty of it. His lectures are wit- 
ty aad entertaining, which keeps 
the tips solid between acts.

DRY-WEATHER START 

The most impressive thing now loom- 
ing in the current crop season is drought. 
This is still mostly a threat so far as 
corn, potatoes and other tate crops are 
concerned, but it has already cut seri- 
ously into the yields of small grains and 
hay. Pastures are so poor as to handi- 
cap live-stock raisers, this at a season 
when grass is normally most plentiful. 

The drovght centers in the Dakotas 
and Western Minnesota. In that area it 
is a continuation of several dry years, and 
conditions there have reached the point 
of acute distress. The plight of that 
territory is pictured in the reports of 
cattle dying of starvation at a time of 
year when feed should be abundant. 

Outside the Dakotas there is a large 
area suffering in varying degree from dry 
weather. In fact, that is the case over 
practically the whole interior of the coun- 
try north of the Cotton Belt. Speaking 
of the main agricultural territory of the 
United States, crop prospects and pas- 
tures have rarely, if ever, looked worse 
this early in the season. 

The drought and hot weather have al- 
ready greatly reduced the hay crop. With 
very low stocks of old hay on hand, the 
total hay supply this season seems likely 
to be far less than in any of the last 
dozen year. 


Ip has likewise damaged wheat, oats, 
and barley. Winter wheat has headed 
out on very short straw over much of 
the country and the crop presents de- 
cidedly a spotted prospect. The spring 
wheat case is much worse, it being the 
crop of that section hardest hit by 
drought. 


COASTAL BOUNDS BESS 


This drought situation in wheat, more- 
over, is not confined to the United States, 
Canada is beginning to feel the pinch. 
Most of Eastern Europc likewise, is suf- 
fering from lack of rain. Reports from 
this bureau's representatives the last of 
May indicated a probable reduction of 
fully 100,000,000 bushels of wheat in the 
Danube Basin, and a possible reduction 
ef 300,000,000 bushels for Europe, under 
last year’s crop. The Russian crop is also 
reported to be hurt by drought. 


Most of the crops around the coastal 
bounds of this country are in fairly good 
condition. This applies to the Atlantic 
States, the Cotton Belt, and the north- 
ern part of the Pacific Coast. The move- 
ment of truck crops to market exceeds 
that of last year, up to the same date, 
by about 7 per cent. Continued heavy 
shipments are expected at least into 
early summer,

OME interesting points regarding the 
origin of the Ferris Wheel have been 
brought to light of late.

George Washington Gale Ferris designed 
the first steel wheel named after him. 
This was shown at the World’s Colum- 
bian Exposition in Chicago in 1893 and 


‘at the World’s Pair in St. Louis in 1904, 


after which it was dismantled. 

You were also told in this column 
that W. E. Sullivan was the inventor of 
the Big Eli Wheel, getting his first idea 
from George Washington Gale Ferris” 
Wheel and completing his first ma- 
chine of steel construction in 1900. Now 
let's see about the wooden wheels. 

In The Forum of the last issue of The 
Billboard Mike T. Clark referred to a 
wooden wheel that appeared with the 
Brundage & Fisher Amusement Com- 
pany during the seasons of 1904 and 
1905, but the wooden wheel goes back 
much further than that, according to 
the May-June issue of Big Eli News. An 
editorial therein says as early as 1868 a 
wooden wheel was constructed and oper- 
ated by its owner. This same editorial 
tells about a wooden wheel which Louts 
J. Nieberle, of the Florida Amusement 
Company, built 32 years ago in his home 
country of Austria. The wheel, which 
was 27 feet hich and operated by Mr. 
Nieberle for some time in the neighbor-

vention is an outgrowth of organization 
work planned by the Metropolitan board 
in which Benjamin H. Haskell, legal staff 
member, traveled to all the trade centers 
of the State and enlisted support for 
the mecting. It is understood that the 
grourdwork for a State organization has 
already been laid. 


The Metropolitan board demonstrated 
its value to coinmen by obtaini an 
opinion from the attorney-general on 
the Esquiro] Bill, which declared that 
the law was not intended to molest pin 
tables, diggers and other games of skill. 
H. H. Weaver, president of the New York 
board, has issued a “larion call to all the 
cperators of the State, stating that “every 
skill game operator in. New York State 1s 
invited and should attend this all-im- 
portant conference to discuss, and per- 
haps settle, the future destiny of his 
business in the coin-machine industry.” 


Delegations bave already been chosen in 
a number of places, including Westchester 
and Dutchess counties, Utica, Poughkeep- 
sie, Buffalo, Syracuse, Rochester, New 
York and other cities. Many independeny 
operators are also expected from over the 
State. In the delegation from New York 
City will be more than 30 men represent- 
ing the various organizations, including 
Theodore Blatt and Benjamin Haskell, ex- 
pert legal counsel in coin machine affairs. 
The attorneys will outline the legal prob- 
lems and opportunities for the trade in 
New York State. Other organization 
speakers will relate experiences and as- 
sociational methods in detail. Repre- 
sentatives from various cities up-State 
have also been placed on program. Asur- 
prise is beipg secretly planned which will 
produce some speakers of prominence in 
official circles of the State. 


Leaders in the Metropolitan board have 
announced their intention to assist in the 
formation of a State organization, and 
then the Metropolitan group will confine 
its activities to New York City and vi- 
cinit;. Local organization and handling 
of preblems will be encouraged as far as 
possible. 


No announcement yet made in this 
area has been greeted with such en- 
thusiasm as the three-day conference at 
Saratoga Springs.

Heat of Play Will Show 
On New Type Register 


CHICAGO, July 7—A new table game, 
Sun-Rays, will feature some develop- 
ments by the New Era Manufacturing 
Company that may have a general adop- 
tion on other games. The Clearview 
coin detector, patent on which is con- 
trolled by New Era, will appear on these 
games and the device has already been 
adopted as standard equipment by four 
table game manufacturers, according to 
the makers. This coin detector is de- 
signed for A. B. T. slide chutes, can be 
attaghed by the operator, and shows 
complete visibility of the last coin 
played in a vertical position. 


The Sun-Rays table offers a progres- 
sive scoring feature in which there are 
two skill pockets which shoot two balls 
at an angle almost across the top of the 
board to higher score pockets. The skill 
pockets also have the ringing bell fea- 
ture. The skill feature is called “shoot- 
ing stars.” A unique registering device 
has been developed for the game in the 
form of a thermometer 11 inches high 
in the center of the field. As scores are 
made the value is indicated by the 
bright red center rising in the glass tube 
to the proper mark. The idea adds un- 
usual attraction and beauty to the play- 
ing field. The register also records for 
the operator the number of awards 
made, and the prize winning scores may 
be adjusted by the operator. Balls are 
returned to the player in this game when 
scored in the “star” holes. 


A new idea in cabinets is also being 
carried out which is economical in man- 
ufacture and gives the cabinets rigidity. 
Metal casting corners have been devel- 
oped, which are finished in colors to 
harmonize with the color of the wood. 
These corners fit either size of the tables 
now being made in two models and per- 
mit ready assembly of the games. The 
idea has been registered with the Code 
Authority of the trade, according to L. 
A. Raden, and a test will be made of its 


value in protecting manufacturer’s 
ideas.

Detroit’s Opportunity 


Two angles on the child problem are related in the news 
columns of this issue. The question has been agitated longer 
in Detroit. perhaps, than in any other large center in the 
country. 

It is now reported that a member of the prosecuting at- 
torney’s office has proposed the extreme measure of prohibiting 
table games in all places “where children congregate.” Drug 
stores, confectioneries and school supply stores are specifically 
mentioned. 

When reason and logic are applied to the child problem, 
it is evident that society must adopt some regulations to assist 
parents in the modern city in preventing children from in- 
dulging in certain things. Coinmen generally are family men 
and have readily agreed to this principle; but it is easy to see 
that methods of regulation may be carried too far. 

Efforts have been made in a number of cities to arrive at 
a solution of the child problem. The recently proposed State 
law in Louisiana brings forward one of the most just and prac- 
tical plans yet proposed te meet the many angles in the case. 
The principle laid down in this bill is that prizes and awards 
shall not be given to children in any case. ~This is the most 
reasonable and just compromise that has yet been proposed to 
meet the child problem. © 

The Detroit Proposal to prohibit games “wherever chil- 
dren congregate,” or even in specified stores, raises serious 
questions of administration and of justice. There can be no 
general agreement as to “where children congregate” and legis- 
lation should seek to avoid ambiguous statements that lead to 
court cases and arbitrary rulings. If drug stores are mentioned, 
questions of justice are immediately raised; adults constitute 
the major group of patrons, and if games are ruled out on the 
theory that they encourage children to “squander their money 
or suggest gambling,” then there are scores of other products 
displayed in stores that entice the child to spend, and in some 
cases suggest gambling. 

There are too many games, cards, toys, dice, novelties, etc., 
in stores today, racing news featured in the movies and news- 
papers, in the “funnies” and everywhere. to try to make an 
issue of pin-table games. One immediately suspects political 
maneuvering when pin-table games are singled out, and there 
are so many things in modern life to encourage the child to 
spend. Every parent of the modern child knows that all too 
well. Even the innocent game of marbles has become a lead- 
ing incentive among small boys to wager and bet; if suggestions 
of gambling are going to be removed from the modern child, 
practically everything in the amusement field today will have 
to be removed. 

The advantages of the Louisiana proposal are important. 
It is easier than anything yet proposed to enforce; it is too much 
to make a policeman of the merchant and require him to keep 
children away from the games. But the merchant can refrain © 
from giving prizes to minors; furthermore, it should not be so 
difficult to discover violations. The Louisiana idea does not 
discriminate against pin tables any more than any other form 
of modern amusement or game which encourages children to 
“squander their money.” It removes the inducement of prizes 
from the minor and permits the table games to exist as other 
games and amusements are permitted to exist. 

Detroit has discussed and agitated the question for a long 
time.. The city council has the opportunity to pass an ordi- 
nance including the best features that reason and experience 
have shown to be practical in meeting the child problem.

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New Ideas in State “Bi 


By WALTER W. HURD 


One of the most lengthy bills that has 
come to my attention affecting coin 
machines is found in House Bill No. 419 
recently introduced’ in the Louisiana 
Legislature. The careful study of this 
and other bills introduced in various 
States will help in shaping a model bill 
and also in meeting adverse legislation 
as it comes up from time to time. Last 
week the bill recently introduced in 
Kentucky was reviewed and its weak- 
nesses and good points discussed. 


The Louisiana bill is apparently an 
effort to frame a very complete law 
to license and control various types of 
coin-operated devices. The bill states 
that its purpose is to “legalize” coin de- 
vices and also salesboards by licensing 
them. Machines are classified into gen- 
eral groups of amusement devices with 
and without automatic payouts and 
merchandising and service machines. 
The use of prizes is recognized and 
legalized, and the term “coin-operated 
devices” is used instead of “slot ma- 
chines.” These facts serve to make it 
one of the most interesting pieces of 
legislation that has appeared in a long 
time. ° 


The very fact that a State bill defines 
and uses thruout the term “coin-oper- 
ated devices” instead of “slot machines” 
is an indication that modern terms for 
the trade are gaining headway. It in- 
dicates also that some legislators are be- 
ginning to try to understand the trade 
and its factual conditions. 


The bill shows a wide range of fees 
applied to various types of machines, 
which means, of course, that there could 
be much argument as to why certain 
machines are taxed more than others 
and also that some of the differences are 
probably unfair. As to license, the bill 
requires that a person must get a permit 
to operate machines or an occupational 
license, which limits the operator to a 
parish in which he has obtained license. 
A permit to operate each of the specified 
types of machines must be obtained. A 
permit to operate amusement machines 
without automatic payout will not al- 
low the operator to operate pay-out 
machines; he must get another permit 
to use pay-out machines and so on. 

In addition to the permit which li- 
censes the operator, a license on each 
machine is required also. This double 
set of licensing seems to be meeting 
with the approval of coinmen who*have 
studied the subject thoroly. The permit 
makes a man an operator legally; then 
he must pay a fee on each machine. This 
would require a location, in order to 
have its own machines, to get a double 
set of licenses. Coinmen in general will 
be willing to obtain the double license 
in order to be protected in their pro- 
fession if the fees are not too high (or 
too low). 

The amount of the fees is an interest- 
ing part of any bill, and first in the 
Louisiana bill are the fees required for 
the various operating permits: 

(a) Permit to operate amusement 
machines, without payout and without 
giving prizes, $5 annually. 

(b) To operate scales, punch bags, 
grip testers and other arcade machines, 
$7.50 annually. 

(c) To operate “coin-operated de- 
Vices, vending merchandise and where 
the reward is payable in merchandise 
Only, and said merchandise is not re- 
deemable in cash,” $12.50 annually. This 
paragraph is quoted verbatim because it 
is not clear what type of machines it 
covers. Probably it is the small counter 
types of “baby” venders, racing devices, 
ete... which have ball-gum attachments 
and payoff is made in merchandise over 
the counter. It is worthy of note that 
ho satisfactory mame or classification 
has yet been used in the coin-machine 
trade itself to denote these machines. 
Whether they should be assessed a 
higher fee than skill games is another 
question also. 

Apparently this is the only provision 
that would apply to permits to operate 
merchandising machines. It is certainly 
& flaw in the bill that it does not more 
Clearly define strictly merchandising ma- 
Chines and what fees and regulations 
apply to them. A ruling will no doubt 
be required, if the brll becomes law, to 
determine the status of permits to op- 
erate merchandising machines. 

(4) To operate cevices paying re- 
Wards on certain scores and not having 
automatic payouts, $25 per year. This 
evidently covers the -skill table games, 


etc. An operator’s permit at $25 per 
year will certainly be regarded as a rea- 
sonable fee; those who believe in raising 
barriers against locations buying ma- 
chines will say that it is too low. 


(e) To operate devices which pay off 
automatically in coins or tokers on cer- 
tain combinations, $500 per year. This 
would evidently cover both the pay-out 
tables and the standard jackpots, “mint 
venders,” etc. Notice that the question 
of skill is not raised; the fee is based 
on the automatic pay-out principle. The 
classification of pay-out tables with 
standard jackpot reel machines is prob- 
ably about as feasible a plan as any. 
If the bill becomes law it will not then 
be necessary to bring test cases in 
Louisiana to get a decision on the pay- 
out pin tables. 


Section 4 of the bill provides that no 
operator will be allowed to operate ex- 
cept “in the particular parish for which 
he has made application for permit,” 
and no operator will be allowed to oper- 
ate more than 100 “such coin devices” 
in any one parish in the State. Then 
the bill specifically states that an op- 
erator in one parish may obtain permits 
in other parishes by application and 
payment of fee. Apparently also, it 
would permit an operator to have 100 
devices of one classification and as many 
as 100 of another group in the same 
parish. This is evidently the meaning 
of Section 10 of the bill, which says 
that each machine license shall be 
numbered consecutively under the per- 
mit issued to the operator. aA ruling 
will probably have to be obtained to 
clarify the point. 

Then begins Section 5 of the bill 
which specifies the license fees to apply 
on each machine of the various groups, 
Whether penny or nickel play and the 
manner of awards are the bases for de- 
termining the fees on each machine: 


(a) Penny merchandising. machines, 
$3 each per year. This would appear to 
be an excessive fee on this type of ma- 
chine. 

(b) Nickel play merchandising ma- 
chines, $5; dime play merchandise ma- 
chines, $6; quarter play merchandise 
machines, $10 per year. 

(c) Penny amusement machines, $3 
each per year; nickel amusement de- 
vices, $5; dime play, $7; quarter play, 
$10. Altho dime and quarter machines 
are listed in this section, apparently it 
would only cover amusement machines 
without rewards and without payouts. 

Penny scales are assessed $2.50 per 
year each; if cards of fortune or tokens 
of no fixed value are issued, or if the 
price of playing is a nickel the fee is 
$5 each. This distinction in higher fees 
on ticket scales, I think, is a new idea 
in licensing. 

Section 7: (a) Penny amusement ma- 
chines which vend no merchandise, 
using rewards but without automatic 
payout, $2 each per year. 

(b) Nickel play machines paying re- 
wards, but without vending attachment 
and without automatic payout, $5. 


(c) Higher fees are placed on dime 
and quarter play machines of the above 
type. 

Section 8: This section of the bill is 
devoted tc machines having automatic 
payouts, either in cash or tokens and 
with or without merchandise attach- 
ments; the fee is based on the size of 
coin accepted by the machine. Nickel 
play machines, $10 each per year; dim® 
play, $15 each per year; quarter play, 
$25, and so on. This section would 
legalize both reel and table mechines 
with payouts, either cash or tokens. 


Very strict requirements for making 
applications are stated in the bill. Each 
machine licensed must bear an offical 
stamp; licenses are not transferrable, 
and those issued in one parish are not 
good in another. 


Detailed legal procedure is outlined 
for the seizure of machines and punish- 
ment of all violations of the law. The 
bill expressly provides that machines 
may not be destroyed until the owner 
has been heard in court. The instruc- 
tions about hearings, destruction of ma- 
chines, etc., is complete in many details 
and makes the bill one of the most 
lengthy documents on the subject. 


Penny drinking-cup machines, vend- 
ing machines to sell goods 40 employees 
without profit, coin telephones and 
stamp vending machines are not re- 
quired to pay a license nor obtain a per-. 
mit. Locations are held responsible for 
accepting machines without proper li- 
cense and heavy penalities are provided. 

The bill offers a new slant on the 
problem of children playing machine 
which should be of interest to the en- 
tire amusement-machine trade. The 
provision is that the “owner, proprietor, 
lessee or other person operating the de- 
vices” who permits a minor to play the 
same either for money or merchandise 
or anything of value is guilty of a mis- 
demeanor. This provision is very inter- 
esting in that it forbids allowing chil- 
dten to play for prizes, but does not for- 
bid their playing amusement machines 
simply for amusement. This is probably 
one of the most reasonable solutions to 
this problem that has yet been ad- 
vanced. Statutes and ordinances which 
require that children be forbade entirely 
puts a responsibility upon the location 
that is unreasonable; no location, how- 
ever, could object to withholding prize 
incentives to children. 

I am no lawyer, but it seems to me 
that the above clause is faulty in its 
wording and may call for expensive 
court cases to decide iqs meaning. It is 
not clear as to whether the operator 
or the location is responsible for en- 
forcing the provision. Worse than all, 
it appears that suit could be brought 
for allowing a minor to play a strictly 
merchandising machine under its pres- 
ent wording. 

The bill provides that, in addition to 
the State license law, each separate par- 
ish and municipality thruout the State 
may enact ordinances to authorize or

The code submitted by the Automatic 
Merchandisers’ Association of America 
(organization formed during 1934 Coin 
Machine Exposition) does not state any 
definite percentage of commission. In 
the fair trade practice rules it is stated

to be unfair trade practice “for oper- 
ator to promise, offer or give to a lo- 
cation owner a percentage or compensa- 
tion or commission or return for the 
privilege of installing a machine, which 
compensation, commission, percentage 
or return would not allow to the oper- 
ator a fair margin of profit.” 


The general practice among operators 
of skill amusement machines seems to 
be the 50-50 plan; that is, 50 per cent 
of the receipts to the location after 
awards have been deducted. The most 
serious objection to this plan is that 
some locations take advantage of the 
operator and falsely report the amount 
of awards paid. Various mechanical and 
record devices have been developed to 
overcome this handicap. However, the 
50-50 plan seems to be used pretty 
generally over the country. 

The 60-40 percentage has its advo- 
cates in amusement-machine circles. 
The idea is to pay the location 60 per 
cent and let the location take care of 
all awards paid out of the 60 per cent. 
One weakness of this plan is that loca-

tions may be niggardly on awards paid, 
thus causing the play to wane. There 
are some who advocate that as much as 
25 per cent of receipts should be paid 
out in awards. 


The code formed by the Automatic 
Merchandisers’ Association of Michigan 
has a schedule of recommended com- 
missions covering a variety of machines. 
The cigaret vending code submitted by 
the California cigaret vending associa- 
tion also recommended a percentage for 
cigaret machines. The code submitted 
by the National Automatic Merchandis- 
ing Association (representing merchan- 
dising machine operators) contains the 
most detailed schedule of commissions, 
I think, of all the codes submitted. 
(None of the operator’s codes have yet 
been approved at Washington.) The 
NAMA percentage requirements are as 
follows: 

EXHIBIT A 

(Attached to and Forming Part of 
Code of Fair Competition for Automatic 
Merchandising Industry.) 


Not in excess of the following com- 
missions (and/or rebates when the same 
are paid instead of commissions) are to 
be allowed to the Location Owners of 
Machines of the Industry in respect to 
the several groups constituting the 
Members of the Industry: 


1, As to Cigaret Vending Machines: 
On monthly sales or purchases below 100 
packs of cigarets, not in excess of % 
per cent per pack. On monthly sales 
in excess of 100 packs of cigarets and 
up to 299 packs of cigarets, 62-3 per 
cent of the retail sales price. On month- 
ly sales in excess of 300 packs of cigarets 
and up to 449 packs of cigarets, 74% 
per cent of the retail sales price. On 
monthly sales in excess of 450 packs of 
cigarets and up to 599 packs of cigarets, 
10 per cent of the retail sales price. On 
monthly sales in excess of 600 packs of 
cigarets, 131-3 per cent of the retail 
sales price. The foregoing schedule of 
prices is based on the present wholesale 
prices of cigarets. If and providing any 
changes are made in such wholesale 
prices, requiring a change either up or 
down in the commissions to be allowed 
by the Operators to Location Owners, 
such change or changes may be made 
immediately by the Code Authority up- 
on notice to the Administrator and no- 
tice to the Members = the Industry af- 
fected thereby. 

2. As to Candy Vending Machines in- 
tended for locations other than so-called 
Industrial Locations: On machines 
which have been in use for a period of 
less than four years, 30 per cent of gross 
receipts. On machines which have been 
in use for more than four years, 35 per 
cent of gross receipts. Such commis- 
sions shall include payments which may 
be made to the persons designated as 
“fillers,” which is intended to mean 
those persons who may or may not be 
employees of the Lessees and who, on 
behalf of Members of the Industry, refill 
the machines with candy when and as 
necessary, and for such service receive 
compensation by way of part of the 
commissions or rental fees paid to the 
location owner. 

8. As to Candy Vending Machines 
intended for Industrial Location: (a) 
Where machines are filled by representa- 
tives of a Member of the Industry: Up- 
on the first $30 of the average collec- 
tions from the machines, 10 per cent. 
On all menthly collections in excess of 
$30, 15 per cent. As illustration—if there 
shall be 20 machines on a location a 
sum equal to 10 per cent will be paid 
upon the total monthly collections up 
to $600, and 15 per cent on all moneys 
over $600. 

(b) Where location owners fill the 
machines installed by the operator on a 
leasing or loaning basis, the merchandise 
shall be billed to such location owners 
on the following basis: 24 count, 5-cent 
numbers, 80 cents per box; 12 count, 10- 
cent numbers, 80 cents per box; 20 
count (including such items as Beech- 
Nut, Life Savers, etc.), 65 cents per box; 
gum, 67 cents per box. In addition, a 
monthly rental for the use of the ma- 
chines shall be made, which shall be at 

the rate of 10 cents per box, but such 
rental need not exceed $7 per machine 
in any one month. 

4. As to Drug Sundries, Notions and 
other Staple Merchandise, 25 per cent of 
gross receipts. 

5. As to Fresh Fruits, Pastries, Sand- 
wiches and other Perishable Foods, 10 
per cent of gross receipts. 


6. Personal Weighing Machines, 50 
per cent of gross receipts. 

7. Shoe-Shining Machines, — per 
cent of gross receipts. 

NOTE: In cases where machines are 
loaned or sold conditionally, the prod- 
ucts vended to the location owner for 
use in connection with such machines 
by Members of the Industry or Affiliates 
or Agents of such Members of the In- 
dustry, shall be on a basis whereby such 
location owner may not, thru the means 
of such purchase and resale, receive a 
return which shall exceed the amount 
he would have received by way of com- 
missions if the machines had been 
leased to him, excepting that in connec- 
tion with the vending of candy in In- 
dustrial Locations an extra 15 per cent 
differential may be allowed and in other 
locations an extra 10 per cent differ- 
ential may be allowed. 

Automatic Canteen Company of 
America states it adheres to a straight 
10 per cent commission on candy-bar 
machines. Oldtimers used to say the 
rule was 20 per cent on merchandising 
machines.

] The plaintiff contended and has so ad- 
J yertised that his patent covers amuse- 
ment devices now known as “Marble Pin 
Games,” substantially consisting of a 
means for stopping and releasing balls on 
an inclined surface, and in his bill of 
complaint he averred that in each of de- 
fendant’s devices there was included: 


1. A propelling device for balls; 
2. A target above the level of the 


propelling device; 

3 An inclined surface leading 
from the target to the propelling de- 
vice for returning the balls thereto, 
means between the target and the 
propelling device for stopping the 
balls as they return from the target; 
and 

4. A means for lifting the stop- 
ping means to release the balls 
stopped by it.” 


The plaintiff averred that the targets 
in the defendant’s devices “consist of a 
plurality of pockets and baffles,” and that: 


Said “means for lifting the stop- 
ping means,” in each of the herein- 
before listed and named, defendant’s 
said devices, consists of mechanism 
that shifts the stopping means so as 
to release the balls stopped thereby; 
and, in each of the hereinbefore 
listed, and named, devices of defend- 
ant, this shifting movement is slight- 
ly upward and away from the pro- 
peiling device, along an inclined 
plane leading from the propelling de- 
vice to the targets or pockets into 
which the balls may be directed ac- 
cording to the speed at which they 
are propelled; and said speed is with- 
in the control of the operator so as to 
direct the balls at different ones of 
said targets or pockets, or at different 
parts of the targets, according to the 
speed with which the ball is pro- 
pelled. 

In the memorandum the Judge stated: 

If one were to read the claims of 
the patent in suit on the structures 
of the prior art offered in evidence by 
the defendant, one would be strongly 
inclined to hold that the patent in 
suit is invalid for the reason that it 
is anticipated in the prior art by 
Young Patent No. 492178. Young 
Patent No. 513224, Caille Patent No. 
711383, Ellison Patent No. 1253471, 
and Kohler Patent No. 1540343, but 
when one looks at the entire patent 
in suit and reads the claims in the 
light of the specifications, one is in- 
clined to hold that the patent is 
valid, tho the matter is certainly not 
Wholly free from doubt. 

The court, after holding the patent 
Valid, continues: . 


Likewise, when one considers the 
words of the claims of the patent in 
suit and applies them to the alleged 
infringing devices of the defendant, 
One is inclined to hold that the 
Claims are infringed, but when one 
considers the claims of the patent in 
Suit in the light of the specification 
thereof, one comes to the conclusion 
that the patent in suit covers a struc- 
ture entirely different from that of 
the defendant's alleged infringing de- 
Vice. The court concludes that there 
is no infringement. 


Plaintiff contended and urged upon the 
Court to read the claims in the light of 
the specification of the Callison patent 
© save the patent from anticipation by 
the prior art, while defendant contended 
that if the court read the claims in the 
light of the disclosure of the patent the 
defendant’s devices did not infringe the 


Patent, and in this the defendant was 
sustained. 


The court, according to memorandum, 
Tead the claims in the light of the specifi- 
Cation, and as previously stated, while 


the light of the specification of the patent 
held that the defendant’s structures did 
not infringe the patent. 


This decisior: in effect decides that the 
Callison patent is not to be interpreted 
to cover all amusement devices now 
known as “marble pin games,” and in 
which devices there is a means for stop- 
ping and releasing balls on an inclined 
surface. 


The defendant was represented by the 
patent firm of Threedy & Cannon, of Chi- 
cago, Ill.

Definition of 
Esquirol Bill 


NEW YORK, July 7.—Games of skill 
do not come under the ban of the 
Esquirol BiJl in New York, executives of 
the Metropolitan Skill Games Board of 
Trade were told by State Police officie]s 
recently, according to announcement by 
Theodore Blatt, senior counsel for the 
Skill Games Association. 

\eccording to the State Police, the at- 
torney-general’s office has called their 
attention to the Esquirol Bill being aimed 
at the slot machines where the skill of 
the player has no effect on results rather 
than at games that depend largely on 
the player’s ability. 

“The Esquirol Pill was intended to de- 
feat the slot machine,” Mr. Blatt said in 
a statement to members of the Skill 
Games organization. “Pin games, crane 
games and other such games where the 
skill of the player controls his success 
are obviously not slot machines. 

“The defthition of pin games and other 
games as being outside the Esquirol Bill 
dors not mean that these machines can 
be used for gambling, however,” he em- 
phasized. “Any game of skill can be 
used illegally and it is up to the pine

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Bad Verdict 
In Arkansas 


Stanley of Memphis says it 
shows need of national 
legal help

MEMPHIS, July 7.—S. L. Stanley, head 
of the Automatic Amusement Company 
end one of the well-known distributors 
of the South, commented on the adverse 
decision of the Supreme Court of Ar- 
kansas, saying that it’ was his firm be- 
lief “this decision would never have 
been made if competent argument had 
been placed before the court to explain 
the difference between a slot machine 
and a marble game. It is my belief 
that the manufacturers are soon going 
to find themselves with a very limited 
market unless they get together and 
give operators and jobbers legal advice, 
as well as maintain a legal staff in Chi- 
cago to work with local legal counsel in 
any territory where cases may arise.” 

The decision of the Arkansas Supreme 
Court was rendered on June 11 and is 
the final chapter in the case arising in 
Pine Bluff, out of which grew the con- 
tempt case against The Pine Bluf Com- 
mercial for an editorial commenting on 
the unfairness of the authorities in mo- 
lesting licensed games. The newspaper 
carried its case to the State Supreme 
Ccurt and obtained a favorable verdict. 
An operator of pin games also carried 
his appeal to the Supreme Court, with 
the result of an unfavorable decision 
on June 11. 


The decision of the court was based 
cn a statute which declares that any de- 
vice of any name, “adapted, devised or 
cesigned for the purpose of playing any 
game of chance or at which any money 
or property may be won or lost, shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor... .” 
The court declared evidence showed that 
the games had been used “a part of the 
time” for giving prizes, and added that 
“they are gambling devices per se be- 
cause the only reasonable and profitable 
use to which they may be put is use in 
@ game of chance.” 


Coinmen regard the decision as a prej- 
udiced one, but some reflected that the 
wording of the statute is all-inclusive 
covering any device “of any description” 
which may be adapted to winning or 
Icsing money or property. This could 
be applied to almost any innocent game 
or device that could be mentioned. 

No report had been received here as 
to the future plans of the Arkansas 
coinmen. 


Louisville May License 


LOUISVILLE, July 7. — Plans to in- 
troduce an ordinance taxing pin table 
games at $10 a year have been made 
here by Alderman Karl Jungbluth. An 
opinion of the court ruled the devices 
games of skill.

Purther evidence of the growing lottery 
Movement accummulates every weck. If 
lotteries are approved by State goverr- 
ments, and possibly by the national 
government, it is certain to have per- 
manent and far-reaching effects on the 
future of charce machines and the public 
attitude toward gambling in general. The 
possibilities in the lottery mcvement, ar 
related to the coin-machine industry, 
Were ciscussed editoriaily in a feature 
article appearing in the May 12 and May 
19 issues of The Billbcard. 


Recently the lottery question was dis- 
cussed by the capable R. P. Vanderpoel in 
the financial pages of The Chicago Fve- 
ning American. He says: “Ovinion ap- 
pears to be growing that the Unt'ted 
States may turn to a national lottery in 
the near future. 


“For a country which has alwa 
frowned on gambling and has made lot- 
tteries so illegal that they might rot even 
be mentioned in matter sent thru the 
mail, the prospects of a lottery con- 
ducted under Federal auspices seem al- 
most impossible. 

“Yet, as we mentioned before, a bill 
Was introduced into the jast Congress 
for a gevernment lottery and received 
some support, and now the New York 
financig] writers are stating that Wall 
Street is predicting that the government 
will sponsor within the next two years a 
lottery for the purpose of providing an 
outlet for the people’s gambling instinct 
and at the same time obtaining revenues. 

“Lotteries are in line with certain other 
recent social, as contrasted with in- 
dividual, developments. When a man 
gambles by means of a lottery, it is pure 
chance. He has just as much, or possibly 
we had better say just as little, oppor- 
tunity of winning as the next fellow. 
There is nothing that he can do which 
will improve his chances. 

“If he gambles in the stock market he

can attempt to use his intelligence. He 
can soothe his conscience at least with 
the thought that he is speculating and 
not gambling. Even if he gambles on the 
horse races, he can study the records of 
the horses and maybe persuade himself 
that he ‘knows his ponies.’ 

“But if a man buys a Jottery ticket 
he has nothing to do but sit back and 
wait for the dav of the drawing. As a 
means of gambling it suits the lazy 
to a ‘T.’ 

“Of course, there is the other side 
which the government has tried to show. 
that when the public played the stock 
market it did not have a ‘gambling 
chance. The theory was that the pool 
operators, the manipulators, the ‘had 
boys’ in the stock exchange and the in- 
siders simply took the ‘public for a 


ys bunch of suckers. The cards were stacked. 


“In many cases this was only too true, 
but it was the sensational cases, of 
course, that made the headlines. 


“For the government to make the 
profit out of the gambling weakness of 
the citizens might or might not be 
preferable to private individuels making 
the profit. The average Atnerican, how- 
ever, we believe, has had higher ideals 
for his government than to put it into 
the gambling business.” 


Tries Haranguing Games 


HENDERSON, Ky., July 7.—Despite at- 
tacks by local ministers on pin games 
and other coin devices, the police de- 
partment has held to its purpose of 
not molesting the games. The minis- 
terial association started the drive, but 
the only development recently was the 
arrest of a minister and detaining him 
at the station for several hours for 
preaching on a downtown street against 
the games.

MARSEILLES, July 7.—While Eu: 
turmoil was occupying the center of the 
stage, the Tribunal of the Seventh Cham- 
ber of Marseilles spread joy thruout the 
French coin-machine industry by hand- 
ing down a recent judgment favorable 
to pin game operators. The growing 
prominence of the pin games is attested 
by the fact they have become the subject 
of court decisions. A test case was in- 
stituted here as a result of recent seizures 
of the games. by police. The court de- 
clared that pin games were games of 
skill and not gambling devices as the 
police contended. Confiscated machines 
were ordered returned to the operators. 

The decision is regarded as highly 
important as Marseilles is one of the prin- 
cipal centers of the pin-game business 
in France.

L. R., of Philadelphia, asks which was 
the first of the modern pin games. This 
has long been disputed. But some time 
ago the Chatterer was present when the 
lineup of the games was written to the 
satisfaction of all those present in this 
manner. The game given preference as 
being first was the Whiffle, followed in 
rapid succession by the Jostle, Bingo, 
Baffle Ball, Rainbo, Hi-Ball, Ballyhoo, 
etc., all the way down to the present 
games. Look over some of those old- 
timers, L. R., and you'll be happily sur- 
prised at the rapid strides made in pin- 
game manufacture. 


M. S., of Detroit, wants to know how 
eld the weighing scale is. M. S. prob- 
ably means the coin-operated weighing 
scale. One of New York's famous arcades 
still has one of the first scales brought 
over from Germany more than 40 years 
ago in operation and it’s still getting the 
coin. Just when the first coin-operated 
weighing scale was built is beyond us. 
Does anyone know? We do know that 
Germany was building them long before 
we were and that our first scales were 
imported from there. 


R. M., of Baltimore, wants to find out 
whether there’s anything of a coin- 
operated nature in national commercial 
use. The Meter-Ice plan is the first that 
comes to mind. This small meter box 
operates the refrigerator sold to you on 
a basis of anywhere from 10 Cents to 25 
cents per day. You drop in the neces- 
sary coin each day to have the refrigera- 
tor function and at the same time 
you're paying for the machine. This is 
one of the best examples of coin- 
operated equipment in national use. 
There are also gas meters which are 
operated by the insertion of a dime or 
quarter, but are mostly local in char- 


M. H., of New Orleans, inquires about 
phonographs. Many operators of these 
machines, M. H., tell us that they are 
the backbone of the amusement indus- 

There are thousands of them in 
cperation thruout the country. They 
always remain on location, there are 
very, very few transfers. Yes, it’s true 
that many are sold direct to locations. 
The main essential in operating coin- 
controlled phonographs is the music, or 
rather the artist on the records you use 
to get repeat action. There are many 
manufacturers of these instruments and 
we believe they will be more than happy 
to tell you more about them. J. P. See- 
burg Corporation, John Gable Company, 
Wurlitzer, Thayer and many others. 


J. S., of Washington, wants to know 
about the legality of prizes for pin-game 
play. Many localities have ruled them 
legal. This ruling has just been had in 
New York City, where license com- 
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missioner stated that the giving of 
prizes for pin-game play is legal pro- 
vided the item given is in proportion to 
the coin invested. In short, it wouldn’t 
be reasonable to give a $1,000 prize for 
a week’s play on a penny machine. 
Other communities have also ruled that 
prizes are legal. We suggest that you 
take this matter up with your local 
authorities if they molest you, and we 
believe that you will be able to show 
them where prizes are part of your busi- 
ness and just as stimulating for you as 
profit-sharing coupons are for cigar 
stores or stamps for department stores. 


FP. H., of Cleveland, asks whether we 
consider the diggers games of skill. We 
certainly do, F. H. In fact, we know 
certain men in New York who will win 
almost any item they wish from 
crane or claw within a reasonable ex- 
penditure. In short, if it is a $2 item 
it’s a safe bet that tnese men will get 
it within 15 attempts. If. that doesn’t 
make it a skill game we don’t know what 
in the world would. Purthermore, there 
is no game in the world to answer the 
latter part of your letter, wherein you 
know the results by the start of your 
action. You may direct your hit of a 
golf ball towards the green and it may 
land in the rough, even tho you may 
have been playing the game for years. 
The same is true of any other game 
wherein skill is a feature. These men 
have been playing claws and cranes for 
a long time and have developed skill. 
Remember, there is no such thing as 
perfection. A total stranger may give 
up in disgust where an experienced dig- 
ger player will walk right over to the 
machine and take the item right up on 
the first trial. We agree with you that 
the element of luck is essential in every 
Let us make that clear. A base- 
ball ‘is hit down to an expert infielder, 
who starts after it. He has played that 
sort of a hit ball perhaps a thousand 
times, but supposing the ball hits a 
small pebble and caroms away from 
him? Yes, there is an element of luck 
involved in all games, whether it’s a 
digger or any other game. But we again 
firmly state that the digger is an abso- 
lute skill game wherein the player be- 
comes more skillful with long practice. 


R. T., of Atlanta, wants to know if 
there’s any pin game that is controlled 
by electric buttons. Just what you 
mean, R. T., isn't clear. We believe, tho, 
that you may mean the use of the elec- 
tric push buttons instead of a plunger. 
We know of no such game. There was & 
game called Zip built by the manufac- 
turers of the Whiffle game which used 
steel balls and had round electric plates 
in the center of the board. If ypu 
pushed the control button while the ball 
came in contact with any one of these 
plates it would shoot to the other side 
of the game. Two players were neces- 
sary. 
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Finds Eve 
Rosy in Travels 


PITTSBURGH, July 7.—J. D. Lazar, 
leading distributor here, who was in 
town for a few days before leaving for 
another extensive trip, revealed very 
optimistic reports of his recently fin- 
ished business tour over Eastern Penn- 
sylvania and Maryland. 


In an interview with the local Bill- 
board representative Mr. Lazar detailed 
the rising confidence of the majority 
of operators. “There is actually a more 
joyful feeling among them,” he said. 
“At last they are realizing the profits a 
coin machine can bring if given the 
proper display. The more dependable 
a distributor proves himself to be, the 
stronger the relationship between him 
and the operator. An operator wants 
to be sure to get the newest games as 
fast as they are manufactured, and only 
the distributor who complies with his 
wants can acquire his trade.” 


In his few weeks of traveling he met 
few operators who complained of any 
trouble from city officials. Most of the 
territories are open for coin-operated 
amusement games and they enjoy free- 
dom as long as the few simple city rules 
are obeyed 

One discord noted among operators 
that calls for serious consideration from 
manufacturers is, in Mr. Lazar’s opinion, 
the neck-breaking speed in the produc- 
tion of new games. While the continua- 
tion of good business is the result of 
new and novel games, operators claim 
that the short life of some eats up their 
profits. As soon as a new game reaches 
the market players learn about it and 
demand it from the operators. The op- 
erator, of course, must comply. 

Excellent business is also reported by 
Henry Jacobson, another representative 
of the B. D. Lazar Company, who has 
returned from a business trip in West 
Virginia and Ohio.

prohibit any machines covered by the 
State law. This is local option applied 
to coin machines. For example, any 
parish or municipality in the State 
could accept skill games and forbid the 
non-skill devices or vice versa. While 
this provision is apparently necessary to 
comply with our traditions of local 
government, it is sure to promote local 
political strife about coin machines. 

The bill also provides that any parish 
or municipality within’ the State may 
assess license fees in addition to the 
State fee provided that in no case shall 
the fee be greater than $1 per machine 
of any type, and that operator’s permits 
shall not be more than $25. The most 
acceptable form of licensing of machines 
appears to be a State license system in 
which the local units are expressly for- 
bidden to add additional taxes or license 
requirements on machines; the funds 
collected by the State would be appor- 
tioned to the various divisions of 
government within the State. Such a 
unified system prevents local political 
strife about machines. 

The bill expressly states that anyone 
with an operator’s permit may operate 
machines on premises other than his 
own, thus recognizing the work of the 
operator. It states also that the fees 
fn this bill are in addition to any ad 
valorem tax assessed by the State on 
coin machines. 

This bill, because of its completeness 
and the system set up, deserves study by 
all coinmen and their attorneys. The 
absence of the question of gambling, the 
policy toward minors, the classifications 
of machines and other provisions are all 
interesting. One of the first criticisms 
would be that merchandising machines 
are assessed the same fee as that for 
skill amusement devices. General agree- 
ment among coinmen is that strictly 
merchandising machines should be as- 
sessed less, if anything at all on sepa- 
rate machines.

Cash in on Present Optimism 


It is fashionable to speculate on busi- 
ness prospects as the year starts on the 
second half. 

The state of the coin-machine trade 
is described by saying that it “is much 
better than expectations.” It now seems 
agreed that the manufacturers are de- 
termined to ignore the old idea of @ 
“summer slump.” Last year there was a 
concerted effort by manufacturers to 
buck summer dullness and much pub- 
licity was given to it; this summer they 
have apparently ignored the idea that 
there is any such thing as summer 
dullness, 

In the skill games field it is probable 
that the activity in manufacturing circles 
at the beginning of the second half is 
even greater than. at the same time in 
the pin-game boom year of 1932. At least 
the present activity is more settled and 
indicative of good business. 

A number of new games are being an- 
nounced without regard to season. It will 
make for better trade conditions generally 
if each manufacturer can develop at this 
time one good machine that is considered 
& success. The first half of the year hag 
shown the slow rise of two or three games 
into national prominence, so that they 
are now considered good sellers. 

This drifting away from the fast rise 
and sudden fall of games in the past may 
be very promising to the future of the 
trade. To get one good game, of course, 
usually means the manufacturer must 
Submit three or four others to the acid 
test of the market. But that table games 
can come slowly to the front and main- 
tain popularity over a long stretch is a 
hew element in the trade and will be in- 
teresting thruout the second half of the 
year. 

It is not so easy to get an accurate 
Teport of operating conditions all over 
the country. The success of operators in 
general is the main pivot on which the 
trade turns; the fact that no unusual 
complaints have been heard from op- 
erating circles may be taken as a sign that 
improvement is being made. Reports from 
coinmen who have traveled thru wide 
sections of the country are very favorable. 

The vsed machine problem is seen in 
the heaviest market districts; there are 


some tax bills up also, but operaters are 
beginning to show less excitement when 
legislation is threatened. The definite 
comeback of the merchandising machines 
is of great importance and is certain to 
attract more attention during the rest of 
the year. 

The general improvement in business 
seems to have had good effect on both 
amusement and vending machines. With 
more spending money in people’s pockets, 
there is no question that more of it 
finds its way into coin chutes. Political 
feeling has been aroused again so thac 
mention of business conditions means ar 
argument. Whatever may be the cause, 
it is evident that conditions in the coin 
machine trade are “better than expecta- 
tions” and that a continued betterment 
is expected toward the fall season. 

Good doses of optimism will be needed 
the remainder of the vear; unexpected 
things can happen to upset the general 
peace of the trade. There is no intention 
to ignore trade evils, but simply to cash 
in on all the good signs for what they are 
worth. Some of the evils in the trade 
will never be eliminated, but if wide- 
spread improvement can be kept up the 
rest of the year—why worry?
